The present-day problems involved in running the mu¬ 
nicipal government of almost any city are so complex that 
no Mayor can please everybody. Whitmore’s administra¬ 
tion, however, has been of such a caliber that no one has 
stepped forward to challenge him. 

That presumably means that the turnout of voters 
next Tuesday will be lighter than usual. It is hoped, how¬ 
ever, that Newton citizens, whatever their political convic¬ 
tions, will take time out from their daily routine to go to 
their polling places and cast their votes.

Founded 
by George Whitcfleld Taylor, 
Sr.,, in 1902, the business has 
grown from a one-man shop do¬ 
ing specialized work to a firm 
doing general commercial print¬ 
ing. 

THE SERIES of six mailing 
pieces submitted by Mr. Taylor 
carried photographs of his two 
daughters, Jean nnd Carolyn, 
with clever copy built around 
the various shots. To quote the 


write up in the September issue 
of New England Printer and 
Lithographer magazine, “a far 
cry from the hackneyed serv¬ 
ice, quality, price theme. A 
particularly striking piece is a 
cut-out showing a golf tee in 
the upper left with a catchy 
phrase 'T is for Taylor Press.’ ” 

Purpose of the annual con¬ 
test, sponsored by the Printing 
Industry of America, is the 
"recognition of printing and 
lithographing companies in the 
United States and Canada who 
through self advertising are de¬ 
veloping new and enlarged mar¬ 
kets for the production of their 
plants.”

pointed out, would not only con 
sider theoretical and practical 
needs of the city as to its wise 
development, but would offer 
counsel in overall expenditures, 
capital and operating budget 
and how objectives might be 
accomplished. 

The mayor, during his talk, 
stressed the tremendous growth 
of the city during the last 
decade which in turn has ere 
ated many perplexing problems 
and he pointed out that the 
debt of the city has increased 
from $4,700,000 in 1947 to over 
$16,000,000 today; that the as¬ 
sessed valuation has climbed in 
proportion to population to a 
total of $211,000,000 and the debt 
limit, which is based on two 
and one-half of the assessed 
value, has not yet been reached. 
It is possible, he contended, to 
borrowoutside of these limits 
by petitioning the Legislature 
for specially enabling Acts, 
such/as for the Meadowbrook 
Junior High School. 

AYOR WHITMORE also re- 
fe/red to the increased traffic 
throughout the city of automo- 
He travel, the need for safety 
’controls, and the undesirability 
of the Toll Road passing 
through Newton. He also re¬ 
ferred to the need of Improved 
and increased recreational 
areas, pai*ks, etc.

IN A Reformation Sunday 
address to the members of three 
Newton churches, the Rev t Dr. 
Forrest L. Knapp, executive 
secretary ofthc Massachusetts 
Council of Churches, last Sun¬ 
day called on the Christian 
church to ‘engage in further 
reformation for the sake of 
Christian unity.” 

“Today, our hearts long for 
unity among the churches, and 
our minds seek ways of achiev¬ 
ing it,” Dr. Knapp said. “It Is 
tempting for all of us to be¬ 
lieve that all churches except 
our own need to change; but 
let us pray fervently to God 
for deliverance from that sin of 
arrogance! 

“I URGE that from time to 
time, every church should en¬ 
gage in rigorous- self-examina¬ 
tion. This should be done by 
both clergy and laymen. Across 
the years, gone by, practices 
and convictions which seemed 
good to one generation have 
been accepted uncritically by 
succeeding generations. 

“The difference between our 
church and other churches, 
therefore, may not be so impor¬ 
tant as we have thought. Occa¬ 
sional critical self-examination 
in light of the New Testament 
is good for our souls; it can 
strengthen our churches; and It 
can aid Christian unity.” 

The Council head, whose 
group represents some 2,000 
churches across the state point¬ 
ed to the words of St, Paul to 
the Thessalonians: “Do not 
quench the Spirit ... but test 
everything; hold' fast what is 
good.” 


HE WARNED that this does 
not mean that “we should be 
blown about by every wind of 
doctrine; neither does it mean 
that we should be sd intent upon 
holding fast that we fall to see 
whether what we hold is true 
or false, essential or non-essen¬ 
tial.” 

He stressed that Christian 
unity can come only if the 
churches make some changes, 
and I can not name any church 
which Is so near to God’s de-

sign that nn reformation what, 
ever Is required." 

Dr. Knapp said it may appear 
that the Church of Christ is 
divided into many branches to 
day just because there was a 
Reformation In the past. "But 
if there had been creater readi¬ 
ness of the Church to reform 
500 years ago." he said, “if 
reformation within had been 
more complete, the major dt 
visions might not have occurred. 

The service was hHd at the 
Fliot Congregational Church. 
Church and Centre streets, New 
ton Corner. Attending were 
members from the Grace F.pis- 
copal Church and the Newton 
Methodist Church, both of which 
cancelled their morning services 
to unite in the eighth annual 
Reformation Day service of this 
group. 

TAKING PART were the 
Rev. Dr. Hay A. Eusden of the 
Eliot Church; the Rev. Paul 
Uhlinger of the Methodist 
Church: and the Rev. Robert 
W. Woodroofc, Jf., of the Epis 
copal Church. The combined 
choirs of the three churches 
gave special music under the 
direction of Charles Pearson, 
director of the Eliot Church 
choir. 

Dr. Knapp called on the as 
nembly to honor the "great 
souls and devout Christians in 
every branch of the Church" 
who have gone before us. 

He singled out the names of 
many of the great Protestant 
Reformers and asked his con 
gregation to "reaffirm our al 
Iegiance to the frevdoms which 
are our Inheritance from them. 


and to dedicate ourseles to our 
responsibilities for further ad¬ 
vance tomorrow." 

He said in part: 

"THE ROLL is too long for 
us to name them all, and also 
we ought to remember that 
there were thousands whose 
names never reached the head 
lines but who deserve our re¬ 
spect and recognition. In nam¬ 
ing a few. we seek to do honor 
to them all. 

"In the fourteenth century 
there were John Wycliffe of 
England and John Hubs, Czech. 
Wycliffe vigorously maintained 
that the gospels are of more 
authority than the Church. Hush 
also was devoted to the scrip¬ 
tures. and for his views, he was 
burned at the stake. 

"In the sixteenth century 
there were more. Martin Lu¬ 
ther stands out as one of the 
great men of all ages. He de¬ 
clared that "A Christian man 
is the most free, lord of all and 
subject to none; a Christian 
man Is the most dutiful, servant 
of all, and subject to every 
one." Others of that period are 
Huldreic Zwingli of Switzerland. 
John Calvin of France and 
Geneva, John Knox of Scotland, 
and Richard Hooker of Eng 
land. 

"In thp seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries there were 
Jeremy Taylor. George Fox, 
and John Wesley In England: 
and Cotton Mather and Roger 
Williams in New England. 
Notice, for example, the follow¬ 
ing from Taylor’s pen: "Force 
in matters of opinion can do no 
good, hut IS very apt to do hurt 
. . . to use force may make a 
man a hypocrite, but never a 
right believer." 


"What Is our inheritance from 
the Reformers? 

"We have the open Bible. The 
reading of it is unrestricted, 
and it has been translated into 
a thousand tongues. If there 
had been no reformation of any 
kind, it would be closed to all 
but a few. 

"We know that the grace of 
God Is available to each of us. 
and we can go directly to Him 
in prayer; we need no Inter¬ 
mediary. 

"We know that salvation de¬ 
pends upon our faith in God 
and our trustful obedience of 
Him, not upon man made rules 
and regulations. 

"We have a free Church in a 
free State. The Church neither 
controls the State nor is con¬ 
trolled, by it. 

"In short, we have religious 
freedom. 

"For this heritage from the 
Reformation, we give heartfelt 
thanks.”

pilot who dropped the bomb 
on Hiroshima. Those who 
witnessed their handclasp and 
saw the pilot make a contribu¬ 
tion for his entire crew to Rev. 
Tanimoto’s fund for the Hiro¬ 
shima Maidens will never for¬ 
get the drama of that moment. 

REV. TANIMOTO’S life has 
been a series of dramatic mo¬ 
ments. As a boy, he became a 
convert to Christianity through 
the work of a Methodist min¬ 
ister. The local Buddhist priest 
and Tanimoto’s father schemed 
to get him back into the 
Buddhist faith. Perhaps as a 
result of the family tension his 
mother suffered a heart attack, 
and young Tanimoto vowed 
ihat day to become a Christian 
minister. He eventually came 
to America and graduated from 
the Candler School of Theology 
at Emory University in Atlanta 
in 1937, receiving his B.D. in 
1940. After a few years he re¬ 
turned to Japan to become pas¬ 
tor of the Nagarekawa United 
Church of Christ in Hiroshima. 

When the atomic bomb 
dropped on Aug. 6 , 1945, Tani¬ 
moto w.as two miles from the 
center of the explosion. He 
saw only a great flash across 
the sky, Ihen hell engulfed him. 
One hundred seventy thousand 
! Japanese were killed outright, 
j Standing in the ashes of Hiro¬ 
shima, this Christian minister 
| determined to give his life to 
the rebuilding of the city, spir¬ 
itually, morally, and physically. 

A YOUNG American reporter 
visited • Hiroshima and talked 
with Tanimoto about his ex¬ 
periences. When John Hersey 
printed the story in "The New 
Yorker,” Tanimoto found him¬ 
self famous over-night. He 
! made up his mind to use his 
fame to tel) the world of Hiro¬ 
shima’s needs. In his parson 
age the Hiroshima Peace Cen¬ 
ter Foundation was born. Since 
that time Mr. Tanimoto has 
devoted his time to spreading 
the story of Hiroshima and the 
work of the Foundation: the 
establishment of a Language 
and Cultural Arts School, a 
graduate Peace Institute, a 
Kindergarten, a Memorial Hos 
pital, a Home for War Widows, 
several Orphanages, a Home for 
Juvenile Delinquents, a Memo¬ 
rial Library, a Museum of Fine 
Arts, a Hostel, all International 
and non-sectarian. Later came 
the Moral Adoption Program 
of Japanese War Orphans, and 
still more recently the bringing 
of the radiation-scarred "Maid 
j ens" to this country for medi- 
I eal rehabilitation.

senior high school in the city. 
He further brought out that 
should the Charles River Golf 
Club ever be abandoned for 
homesites, there might be addl-' 
tional need for a third high 
school in the Oak Hill ristrlct.

* tion which should be important to you as 
a citizen. The fact that there is no mayor- 

. alty contest on the ballot makes not one 
iota of difference. The fact is, next Tues¬ 
day is an important election. 

On that day voters will have the privi¬ 
lege of going to the polls and casting their 
»■ ballots for members of the Boar( J° f .A'; 
dermen and School Committee. In the first 
case, the members you elect to the Board 
of Aldermen are the individuals who will 
have much to do with conducting y our 
municipal government for the next two 
years. In the second instance, the members

. the high standard of the Newton pub- 
school system. 


One surmise is that Truman knows that 
the Missouri delegation, in which he will 
be a member, will go to the Democratic 
convention pledged to some other candi¬ 
date. 

That theory does not sound too plausi¬ 
ble, however, because Truman presumably 
would control the delegation of his home 
State and would have influence enough to 
swing it to anyone he desired. 

Earlier this year, Truman declared on 
at least four occasions that Stevenson was 
his choice for the Presidential nomination. 
Now Truman’s attitude is that he will not 
declare himself for any candidate until the 
Democratic national convention. 

Under these circumstances, the infer¬ 
ence being drawn is that when he does de¬ 
clare-himself, it will not be for Adlai. Cer¬ 
tainly, he has lessened Stevenson’s 
chances by withdrawing his support. Tru¬ 
man is too shrewd a politician not to re¬ 
alize that. 

• • • • 

Leaders in both political parties will 
begin mapping their plans for 1956 as 
soon as the local election battles are con¬ 
cluded and out of the way. 

Supporters of Governor Herter will 
swing into action in the near future to 


expand the Presidential beam already 

started in his behalf. 

There is no question but that Herter 
now is being given serious consideration 
in all parts of the country as a Presidential 
possibility? The first step by his friends 
probably will be to precipitate a court case 
to establish his right to run for the Presi- 
denev. 

That may be done in any one of several 
ways, as has already been outlined. 

One of the issues to be resolved on the 
Democratic side is whether any Democ¬ 
ratic State convention will be held next 
year There is no doubt that the Repub¬ 
licans will hold a convention to block out 
their State ticket for '56, but there is some 
uncertainty whether the Democrats will 
dO SO. . , ^ m 

Some influential Democrats favor a 
State convention; others are vigorously 
opposed to the idea and maintain that the 
nomination of the party’s candidates 
should be left to the party’s voters in a 
primary. 

V That is a matter which eventually will 
have to be resolved by the Democratic 
State Committee, if and when it ever set¬ 
tles its own internal difficulties and holds 
another meeting. At the moment the State 
Committee exists in name only.

Se Democratic State Committee with 

Dever masterminding the fight behind the 
scenes to hold his man, John C. Cair of 
Medford, on the job. 

McCormack has not yet openly taken 
a part in the struggle, but former Collector 
of Port William H. Burke, Jr., of Hatfield, 
who has been battling Carr for the Stale 
Committee chairmanship for the P a ®f 
months, is one of the Congressman s top 

P ° l Neither 0 Dever nor McCormack is a 
bonafide candidate for the Presidency. Mc¬ 
Cormack might be considered for the Vice 
Presidential nomination, second spoi 
on the Democratic national ticket. Dever, 
course, remained out of last year » guber¬ 
natorial race because of his health, and 
he would not accept the Democratic Presi¬ 
dential mantle even if he had any c ]} an ^ 
of getting it, which he does not. Devei 
probably would be offered a cabinet post, 
if Adlai Stevenson were the President. 

What McCormack and Dever are prin¬ 
cipally interested in is in maneuvei ing 
themselves into a position to throw as 
many votes as possible to the presidential 
candidate of their choice. One way to do 
that is for either to hold the Massachu¬ 
setts votes for himself at the start of the 
balloting and then step out at the strategic 
moment in favor of one of the leading 
candidates for the Democratic nomination. 

That was the strategy Dever employed 
at the 1952 convention. He helped to touch 
off the swing to Stevenson on the ballot 
when the former Illinois Governor was 
nominated. He was able to persuade % 
sizeable number of delegates to follow his 
leadership, but McCormack was not one 
of them. 

Dever, of course, does not occupy the 
same powerful position today that ne did 
in 1952, when he sat in the Governor’s 
chair and was heavily favored to win re- 
election to a third term. All he has now

patronage power, if Stevenson were elect¬ 
ed President. 

At the present time Dever stands 


almost alone in trying to hold the line 
for Stevenson in this State. But his im¬ 
portance by no means should be under¬ 
estimated. He Is a very able and very 
deft politician. He also has quite a few 
followers willing to gamble that Steven¬ 
son will move into the White House in 
January, 1957. 

But McCormack is in a very solid po¬ 
sition. He will be working at the 56 con¬ 
vention with Speaker Sam Rayburn of 
Texas who probably will be the most in¬ 
fluential single figure at next year s con¬ 
clave. 

Rayburn is the idol of scores of young 
Democratic Congressmen across the coun¬ 
try. Here in Massachusetts Congressmen 
such as Thomas P. O’Neill, Jr., of Cam¬ 
bridge, one of the State’s briehest Demo 
cratic prospects, have tremendous admira 
tion and affection for Rayburn who has 
guided and advised them on Capitol Hill. 

O’Neill has not indicated in any wav 
how he stands in the Presidential conflict. 
But the guessing is that he would hesitate 
a long time before he broke away from 
Rayburn’s leadership. There are many 
other Congressmen like him throughout 
the nation. 

The Democratic picture here in Massa¬ 
chusetts is still confused and muddled. The 
fight for the State Committee chairman¬ 
ship has been before the courts since last 
April Burke has been stalled and stymied 
at every turn in his attempts to obtain a 
ruling on the election held last June 4 

Unless the matter is settled by the 
start of the next year, the pre-primary 
Presidential balloting next April may see 
a knock-down fight that wiU split the 
Democratic party in this State into wai- 
ring factions. 

° • * • * 

Former President Truman obviously 
did not give ex-Governor Stevenson much 
encouragement when the two met a few 
days ago in the Hotel Blackstone Ui Chi- 
cago. 

Observers reported that Stevenson was 
grim-faced and curt after a private five- 
minute conference with Truman and that 
it was quite evident that the two had not 
enjoyed any happy reunion. 

When Truman recently visited Albany 
and implied that he favored Governor Av- 
ereil Harriman, the Stevenson camp de¬ 
scribed his action a3 merely -that of a 
“gracious guest of a gracious host.” 

It did not appear that Stevenson took 
the same philosophical view of the situa¬ 
tion after talking with Truman personally 
in Chicago. 

Political experts are speculating as 
to what has caused Truman to cool off 
towards Stevenson. So far they have not

BUT, to get back to the dele¬ 
gation building. At about 9:20 
a young, well-dressed fellow, 
with a newspaper tucked under 
his arm, entered the building. 
The receptionist spoke to him 
for a minute and then he came 
over to me. I told him that we 
had been sent back from the 
border the night before for a 
special permit or trip ticket to 
a get into his country- He asked 
me if I had a came, and I told 
him no. He said he was sorry, 
but there was nothing he could 
do. It would be impossible for 
us to get Into Yugoslavia. 

In desperation I tald him that 
we were two school teachers 
who had driven more than 500 
miles to visit his country, and 
that we certainly were sorry 
that we had made the trip for 
nothing. I turned to leave, and 
he stopped me, “You’re teach 
ers?” he asked. We talked a 
little while, long enough for him 
to know that I was not just pre¬ 
tending to be a teacher, and he 
then asked me to wait for a 
moment. Shortly he returned 
with a sheet of paper, his per¬ 
sonal certification giving us en¬ 
try into Yugoslavia. He was 
most anxious to explain the pa¬ 
per to me fully. He said that it 
was his personal guarantee that 
my car would not be sold In 
Yugoslavia. If It was, he would 
go to jail, for he could not pay 
the government tax on the car, 

— some $3,000. 

I HAVE BEEN in comparable 
situations other times. In Eu¬ 
rope, teachers rate with dlplo 
mats and government officials 
in terms of prestige. If you are 
a teacher, people realize you 
have the fate of the state in 
your hands as a molder of cltl 
zenship, character, faith, etc. 

With the all-important paper 
in our possession, off we went to 
the border. We cleared the Ita 
Han check point without any 
trouble, but they kept the trip 
ticket this time. On the Yugos 
lavian side we had little diffi 
culty. There was a troop garri 
son to the left of the check 
point, and it displayed the ham 
mer and sickle. It was difficult 
to realize that it was a friendly 
hammer and sickle. About 30 
soldiers were playing volley ball 
We were clearing both posts 
about the time an American dl 
plomat was entering. He was 
with ECA, and we chatted a few 
minutes. 

THE NEW Yugoslavian cus 
toms building was of simple 
plan. The room on the left con 
talned two desks, one for the 
exit book, one for the entr^ 
book. Baggage was checked in 
the middle room. All border 
places have such a room if they 
are of any size, and it has 
long low ledge with a metal top 
where bags may be opened. The 
room to the right was similar 
to the room to the left, and both 
had goodlooking pictures 
Tito. When we were all ready to 
go, an official came out to look 


over the car. He pointed to the 
back trunk, and I shook my 
head and indicated our bags in 
the back seat. He nodded and 
raised the barrier. Off we went, 
legally this time! 

We hadn’t gone but a few 
miles when we came across a 
horse-drawn wagon. One man 
handled the reins and another 
sat on the bacli of the wagon. 
This looked like a wonderful 
shot, so we stopped. The fellow 
driving the horse was quite a 
sight. He had a week’s growth 
of beard, his clothes were 
mighty ragged, and he was very 
thin. He looked at us, then at 
the license plate. (The latter 
had “U. S. Forces In Germany” 
across the bottom.) He frowned 
a little and asked, "You Ger¬ 
mans?” We said no, we were 
Americans. He burst Into a yel 
low toothy smile and said, 
"Good, good, American fine 
men!!” 

WE TALKED with this fellow 
for a few minutes and asked If 
we might take his picture. He 
eplied, "OK”. We were amazed 
to find this fellow speaking Eng 
lish, even though it was most 
halting from lack of practice 
We learned that he had served 
ith the American forces In 
Corsica during the last war. He 
said there were 5,000 Yugoslavs 
with the Americans at that time. 
(You live and learn.) However, 
it was mighty obvious he didn't 
like Germans. It was down in 
this area that World War I be¬ 
gan, and many Europeans hate 
the Germans for pulling them 
Into a war every 25 years. 

I patted the old man’s horse 
and nearly got nipped. I guess 
the horse could read the "Ger¬ 
many” on our license plates but 
couldn’t understand English, 
and therefore thought we were 
German. Maybe he was a one 
man horse. As we left, the old 
man, pronouncing each syllable 
very carefully, said “Gooood 
Byeeee!” and tipped his old. 
weather-beaten hat. (He prob¬ 
ably realized that he wouldn’t 
have much opportunity to use 
his English again for a while.) 

ON DOWN the road we came 
to a town sign, and I wanted a 
picture of it so we stopped 
gain. As I opened the door to 
get out, a pepsi bottle rolled 
out from the back seat and 
broke on the road. We had just 
cleared the glass away when 
the American diplomat who had 
cleared the border Just behind 
us came along and stopped. He 
porbably thought we were In 
trouble, but we told him we 
were just taking a picture of the 
name of the town. We then re¬ 
lated our encounter with the 
fellow down the road. He had a 
story to match ours. Several 
years ago when ECA first came 
into Yugoslavia, the American 
Army in Trieste gave the com 
mission five old army jeeps for 
their use. They drove them into 
the country, and one of them 
brake down. Word was sent a- 


head for some mechanics to 
come out and help with the re¬ 
pairs. The mechanics greeted 
the officials with “Hi ya, Buddy, 
what’s new?” They, too, had 
served with Americans during 
the war. 

IT WAS ABOUT 11:00 a.m. 
when we arrived at the square 
where we had been stopped the 
night before. Many .people were 
on the sidewalks, and two chil¬ 
dren came up to the car to look 
over the decals on the windows. 
I got out and took their picture, 
and so did Fred. As I was get¬ 
ting back Into the car, Fred let 
out a whoop. Neither of us had 
noticed it, but one of -Ihe little 
boys was carrying a brief case 
with school books in it. On the 
outside of the old, weather¬ 
beaten leather case was a decal 
of Hopalong Cassidy. What

surprise! American 
knows no bounds. 

We liked Yugoslavia right 
from the border when we saw 
the young guard. We were 
treated with true friendliness 
where ever we went. In the 
shops there was a noticeable ab¬ 
sence of Imports from the West. 
The most expensive camera I 
saw on display would not com¬ 
pare favorably with our cheap¬ 
est Brownie. On the other hand, 
tur coats sold at reasonable 
prices. For $100 I could have 
bought a coat that would have 
cost $3,000 in the U. S., although 
the style and workmanship were 
not good. 

CONTINUING on from Pre¬ 
vail©. we had to detour for a- 
bout 15 miles through a mighty 
prlmative cow path. We came 
to one little farm house way 
out by itself, and there were 
two of the most adorable chil¬ 
dren you can Imagine playing 
In a field close to the road. We 
stopped to take their picture 
They were smiling but timid, 
curious but afraid. We asked 
them to stand closer together 
got the picture, and gave each 
of them a candy bar. They 
surely were cute! The detour 
led to a new, double lane slab 
of concrete. It was as modern a 
road as you’d find anywhere, al 
though it wasn’t four lanes like 
the German autobahm or our 
superhighways 

One time we stopped to get 
a shot of a school yard jfull of 
children, I stood in front of a 
house across the street to get a 
wider shot. As I left I noticed 
two middle-aged women looking 
around the corner of the house 
and smiling, just as friendly as 
could be. Many of the towns re 
minded me of towns in Clay 
County, IlUnois, except that the 
stone houses looked mare stable 
There was an absence of auto¬ 
mobiles, often an indication of a 
country’s industrialization.# 
LJUBLJANA was a larger 
city, and we spent some time 
looking It over. We then headed 
for Zagreb, feeling sure that we 
could make it without any 
trouble. Just outside of Ljubl¬ 


jana the good road ended. What 
remained was mighty poor, dirt 
for the most part with a little 
gravel. This was a main road,, 
but there weren’t many villages 
that looked like they had more 
than 100 inhabitants, l£ began 
to look more and more like the 
back roads of Illinois. However, 
there were many roadside 
shrines. These were most Often 
a crucifix Inside of a wooden or 
stone weather protector. Some¬ 
times there was a picture, and 
nearly always there were fresh 
flowers. We saw many barns, 
fields, and drying racks prob¬ 
ably for hay or tobacco. They 
were all empty so It was hard 
to tell what they were used for. 

BEFORE LONG we realized 
that It would be Impossible to 
get to Zagreb, 60 we turned a- 
round for a more leisurely trip 
back. We began to look for an 
interesting side trip. Soon we 
came to a little village of per¬ 
haps 50 houses just off to the 
left of the road. We took a left 
turn on a little cow path, and 
decided to look the town over. 
We stopped for a minute at the 
railroad station and then drove 
on to a saw mill a little farther 
on. We watched the men cutting 
big timbers by HAND. What a 
job! Continuing'on, we came to 
a right turn over a bridge that 
looked like it was made tor wa¬ 
gons only, so we turned left. 
This brought us into someone’s 
courtyard. Two children, about 
three and five,. ran into the 
house and In a minute a woman 
stuck her head out p f a window 
and smiled ai us. We backed up 
and took a road over the train 
tracks. This road seemed to go 
on and on through the fields, so 
when we came to one little 
house we turned around. I was 
backing up, right angles to the 
road, when the c^r went com¬ 
pletely dhad- Boy, it was a funny 
feeling! To have the car die 
when I gave it the gaS was a 
new experience. Fred was 
mighty. worried, but I had a 
slight notion as to what might 
be wrong. I got out and looked 
at the back. Sure enough, 
there was a little mound of 
dirt behind the car and I had 
very gently pushed the tail pipe 
into the dirt for about eight 
inches. We pushed the car ahead 
a foot or two, and Ip a few min¬ 
utes it was running again. 

WE GOT BACK on the main 
road without further trouble, 
and were in Ljubljana shortly. 
We spent about an hour there, 
trying to find a needed part for 
Fred’s camera, and buying a 
few remembrances. 

We had a mighty nice trip 
back to the border. There was 
no difficulty on the Yugoslavian 
side, and we went over to the 
Trieste side. It was exactly 5:15 
p.m. I remembered very plainly 
because we judged our time so 
as to be in Trieste before 6 00 
p.m. (The American gasoline 
station closed at that time.)

Rails Hamstrung 
Official Tells 
Newton Kiwanis 

Government regulation is dis¬ 
locating the backbone of Amer¬ 
ican transportation, a railroad 
official told the Newton Kiwanis 
Club last week at Common¬ 
wealth Country Club. 

William H. Naylor, assistant 
general freight agent of the 
Boston & Albany, told the Ki- 
wanlans that the railroad in¬ 
dustry is the only competitive 
business in America that is 
required by law to behave as 
if It had no competitors. 

“The railroads are too vital 
to our national economy and 
our national defense to be ham¬ 
strung by obsolete regulations 
which the government keeps 
neglecting to modernize," Nay¬ 
lor said. 

Naylor, who spoke under the 
auspices of the Railroad Com¬ 
munity Committee of Greater 
Boston, cited the recently is¬ 
sued President’s Cabinet Com¬ 


mittee Report on Transporta¬ 
tion as “evidence that some 
high government officials have 
Anally recognized something 
the railroads have been aware 
of for years—that the railroads 
have long since ceased to be a 
monopoly and it’s time to stop 
treating them like one" 

He said the industry is ad¬ 
mittedly attaching high hopes 
to the Cabinet’s report because 
“we know that our own future 
and the public’s best interests 
depend on acceptance of the 
Cabinet’s recommendations." 

If the railroads can get the 
right to run themselves like 
other businesses, free from con¬ 
stant government interference, 
they can provide the spark 
plug our national economy de- 
mands, the service the public 
expects and earnings the stock¬ 
holders and investors deserve, 
Naylor said. 

“But you cannot do these 
things as long as you're going 
to be held down to a 3H per 
cent return on your investment" 
he said. 

One of the Cabinet report’s 


most significant recommenda¬ 
tions, Naylor said, concerns the 
difficulty the railroads now have 
in getting rate increases to 
meet increased costs. 

Other businesses, Naylor 
said, may Increase their prices 
an hour after they experience a 
cost increase, just by issuing 
an announcement, while the rail, 
roads usually have to wait a 
year before they can start re¬ 
couping the losses they’ve suf¬ 
fered from increased costs. 

“‘When we have a cost rise,” 
he said, “We have to appeal 
to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission for enough of a 
rate increase to meet the added 
costs. It takes the ICC an aver¬ 
age of one year to decide 
whether or not we may have 
that rate increase, during which 
time we keep right on losing 
money." 

He said the railroads don’t 
ask that the ICC. get out of 
the field of rate supervision but 
they do ask for some assurance 
that the ICC will make its de¬ 
cisions in a reasonable length 
of time. 

“According to the Cabinet re¬ 
port," Naylor said, “this would 
represent a highly justified and 
long overdue change in current 
ICC practice." 

Delays In rate increases rep¬ 
resent lust one of the many 
ways in which the railroads are 
prevented from adapting them¬ 
selves to changing conditions, 
Naylor said 

“All these restrictions are as 
harmful to the public as they 
are to the railroads, because 
the public must have a flourish¬ 
ing and efficient raHroad indus¬ 
try to keep up with our na¬ 
tion’s economic demands," he 
said. 

“Give us the right and the 
ability to compete without ene 
hand tied behind eur baeks and 
we can meet these demands," 
Naylor said

Do You Know Massachusetts 


Solid Growth in 
Massachusetts Industry 

A positive indication of the 
growth of industry in Massa¬ 
chusetts is recorded in reports 
gathered by the Massachusetts 
Department of Commerce from 
March 1, 1954 to October 1, 1955, 
which show a total of 149 manu¬ 
facturing concerns newly creat¬ 
ed, another 28 manufacturers 
which have moved to the Com¬ 
monwealth from other states, 
either in whole or in part; a 
total of 218 factories built, pur¬ 
chased or leased and 155 more 
plants which have made sub¬ 
stantial additions. Against these 
were recorded only 17 manufac¬ 
turing concerns that moved out 
of Massachusetts and 35 that 
terminated their business. 
There were 45 Massachusetts 
manufacturers who established 
branches outside the state. In 
terms of employees, as reported 
by the companies involved, these 
changes resulted in a net gain 
of 23,500 jobs in Massachusetts 
manufacturing. 

Bank Debits Up 9 Percent 

Check payments jn eleven 
leading centers of Massachu¬ 
setts during September totaled 
9 percent more than a year ago. 


Lowell showed the biggest in¬ 
crease, a gain of 25 percent. 
New Bedford was up 24 per¬ 
cent, Fall River 23 percent, 
Lawrence-Andover-Methuen area 
22 percent, Pittsfield 21 per¬ 
cent, Brockton 17 percent. 
Worcester 16 percent, Holyoke 
14 percent, Springfield 13 per¬ 
cent, Lynn 11 percent and Bos¬ 
ton 6 percent, compared with 
September last year, as report¬ 
ed by the Federal Reserve Bank 
•f Boston.

Shipments of Portland ce¬ 
ment destined for Massachu 
setts last year totaled 4,180 000 
barrels, as reported by the U. S. 
Department of Commerce. 
Based on the first five months, 
the year 1955 promises a total 
of more than 4,600.000 barrels. 
Federal Aid For Planning 

The Massachusetts Depart¬ 
ment of Commerce has received 
approval of a 921,200 federal 
aid grant for expanded long- 
range planning work in the 
municipalities of Hopkinton, 
Maynard, Saugus. Wareham and 
North Adams—the first group 
of Bay State communities to 
participate in this program 
under the 1954 Federal Housing 


Act. Each of these places has 
made application for funds to 
aid in carrying out specific local 
projects, the amount of federal 
aid in each instance being 
matched by local sources. Ap¬ 
plication later has been made 
for similar grants for a second 
group of six Massachusetts 
towns. 

Old Age Housing 

A total of 26 cities and 12 
towns have applied to the State 
Housing Board for assistance in 
building apartments for aged 
people. So far the Board has 
tentatively allocated funds for 
1,445 units. It has only about 
22,500 000 left not earmarked of 
the total $15,000 000 voted for 
this purpose by the Legislature. 
The total number of units pos¬ 
sible under this sum will not 
exceed 1,800, but a survey made 
by the Housing Board in 46 
communities revealed a need 
for nearly 8,000. Either the ap¬ 
propriation will have to be in¬ 
creased or some municipalities 
which are late In applying will 
be disappointed.

Chief Corcoran, as the oldest 
man in the Fire Department, 
has seen and helped found many 
modernizations in Fire Fighting 
and Fire Prevention^ Newton’s 
Fire Department is a Class A 
unit and the property damage 
from fire here in Newton is 
low for a city of its size. 

Chief Corcoran joined the 
force in 1912 as a call man. In 
those days, when extra help was 
needed to battle a blaze, a bell 
was rung to summon out all 
the stand by firemen, hence the 
term ‘call men.’ The Chief work-

ed himself up threugn the 
ranks from call man to Hose- 
man, then Lieutenant, Captain, 
and finally in 1949 to Chief of 
the Department. 

Chief Corcoran has dedicated 
himself to making Newton's 
fire units the best possible One 
of the constructive steps taken 
in this direction has been the 
increasing of manpower from 
162 people in 1949 to 236 today. 
It goes without saying, that 
these added men make Newton 
safer. 

Another forward step is in 
the training of new men and 
the retraining of the veteran. 
New firemen are trained both 
at the station to which they are 
assigned and on the job The 
older men are kept up to date 
on the newer theories and prac¬ 
tices. Each day it is mandatory 
for the individual units to have 
practice sessions. 

New equipment is important 
to an efficient, well working 
fire force. Consistent with the 
city budget, modern equipment 
is introduced whenever the need 
arises. The older apparatus is 
kept in good repair and ready 
to do its job at all times. It 
should be noted that all the 
machinery which is needed to 
quickly report and locate fires 
is available here and that it 
is constants. tested to make 
sure it is in proper w irking 
condition. 

Strategically placed and ade 
quate housing facilities for fire 
equipment is important. Since 
1949, and with Chief Corcoran’s 
urging, 9 new fire station! have 
been built. Almost anywhere 
you drive in Newton you can 
see a new fire house. These 
new buildings have enabled the 
Department to consolidate some 
of its areas, thus cutting inef 
ficicncy and saving the taxpay 
ers’ money. 

It is comforting to know that 
as our fire stations ara now 
laid out, it is possible for equip¬ 
ment to be at a fire In not more 
than four minutes and In many 
cases two or three. An added 
safety measure Is our coopera 
tive agreement with the sur 
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charles harris, inc.

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Rehabilitation Plans of Flood 
Disaster Area Cases Finished 


Rehabilitation plans have 
been completed for more than 
90 percent of the cases register¬ 
ed for Red Cross aid in the six 
state flood disaster area. The 
remaining 2,200 cases should be 
completed by Nov. 11. Total cost 
of the relief operation will ex¬ 
ceed $15,000,000. 

To the people who so gener¬ 
ously gave their dollars to the 
Disaster Fund, the Newton 
Chapter, together with ipany 
others, feels that an explanation 
of how their dollars are spent 
should be forthcoming. 

Here are some typical cases. 

In East Stroudsburg three 
elderly women were managing 
on a monthly Income of $163 
After Diane, where their neat, 
frame house once stood, only a 
lone concrete pillar now re¬ 
mains. Red Cross met their im¬ 
mediate needs for food, clothing, 
medical supplies and rent. A 
grant was made for the building 
of a new home. 

In Farmington, Conn., Michael 
W„ his wife and two children 
moved Into their garage in order 
to be near their badly damaged 
home. Five hundred sixty-nine 
dollars and fifty-eight cents was 
given for essential food, cloth¬ 
ing and furnishings to make the 
"garage home” habitable. Six 
hundred fifty dollars was also 
given for emergency repairs to 
the house itself, to prevent total 
collapse. A Red Cross worker 
helped them in planning for the 
future. Total Red Cross assist¬ 
ance for this family was $1,- 
567.58.

Both veterans of World Wat 
II, Ray and Martha and their 
two Infant children were realiz¬ 
ing a lifelong ambition, when 
early this year they invested 
their resources in a dairy farm 
near South Britain, Conn. Then 
came the floods. To meet emer¬ 
gency needs there was a grant 
of $300. With the help of a dis¬ 
aster worker, a long-range plan 
was developed whereby both 
the family and the farm could 
be rehabilitated. Total grants 
amount to $9,824. Ray and Mar¬ 
tha can face the future with 
hope. 

Seventy-oneyear-o;d Mathew 
of Waterbury found loan agen¬ 
cies unwilling to give him cred¬ 
it because of his age, after los¬ 
ing his small jewelry shop. A 
Red Cross grant made It pos¬ 
sible for him to replace and re¬ 
pair equipment and fixtures for 
the shop and to purchase the 
minimum merchandise needed 
to reopen his business. Shop 
rent for one month was paid 
and, until the business Is back 
on a paying basis, maintenance 
for the elderly couple is being 
provided. 

Your Red Cross dollars are 
being used in all the stricken 
areas for building and repair, 
for household furnishings and 
clothing, for occupational sup 
plies and equipment, for medical 
and nursing care, for mass feed¬ 
ing and mass shelters, for food, 
rent and maintenance. 

During the flood, thousands of 
Americans came into close per¬ 
sonal contact with the Red 
Cross for the first time in their 
lives. The Reverend Mr. Silas 
Porter, rector of All Souls’ Epis¬ 
copal Church in Waterbury. 
Conn., is one such person. He 
offered his services as a volun¬ 
teer disaster worker. Later, in 
a parish letter, he stated In 
part: “Your Red Cross is doing 
an astounding work of caring! 
. . . The Red Cross sells no serv¬ 
ices; pays no volunteers, and 
gives its help with a Godly con¬ 
cern for the dignity and welfare 
of each person helped!” 

In Southbridge, Mr. and Mrs. 
M. and their two children lost 
all their food, clothing and fur¬ 
niture. Mrs. M. lost her job be 
cause the place where she work¬ 
ed was wiped out. The family 
had no resources. One hundred 
and seventy-six dollars was 
given to the family for emer 
gency assistance and a subse¬ 
quent award of $1,070 was made 
to purchase furniture, food and 
clothing. 

To another family in South- 
bridge, who lost everything, the 
Red Cross provided $115 im¬ 
mediately for food and clothing. 
Later, with $1,023.95 of your 
Red Cross money they pur 
chased beds, chest of drawers; 
rug, dinette set, high chair, re¬ 
frigerator, washing machine, 
combination stove—gas and oil 
—electric iron, ironing board 
and other necessary items. 

These two families, as is true 
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one!

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The Presidential Campaign 

By George Lawrence Parker 

No Presidential campaign in our country’s history has 
ever started so far ahead of time as this one which will 
reach its climax in November, 3956. About thirteen montfis 
before the date of election, the political kettle is already 
boiling and the steam rises high with both serious thought 
and with undue vituperation and wrangling. 

THE REGRETTABLE illness of President Eisen¬ 
hower as a human event which has saddened all hearts 
has not been able to turn back the unavoidable tides of 
politics. As I write these lines it seems evident that politics 
is not wholly a bad word, nor are all of its methods to be 
wholly condemned. It is also evident that our democratic 
system and its machinery has fairly well stood up under 
a gruelling test. We should not forget the sun-lighted spots 
in our dark shadows and confusions. The highest obligation 
of every American citizen is to look beneath the troubled 
water of the surface until we discover the deep current 
which alone can give safety to our national adventure. For, 
in its essence, democracy is not only a matter of laws, leg¬ 
islation, courts and techniques but a matter of personal 
character, a matter not only of free enterprise but a con- 
• cern of single and individual values existing in every man, 
woman and child. We cannot make a good country out of 
inferior people, nor a contented country out of evil and 
discontented people. 

THERE IS NOT a problem before America today 
which could not be at least progressively solved if only 
the quality of our Americanism could and would set itself 
to work with a good will to avoid the bad work of a bad 
will. Nothing counts for anything except a good will. Our 
country is Founded on a message and a faith that pro¬ 
claimed "Good will to men" or in other words, "Peace to 
men of good will.” 

The approaching Presidential election will ndt, of or 
by itself produce a nation of angelic creatures who at once 
wake up in a new and purified world. But the coming 
election can be a genuine step in our progress toward a 
new and better world .And it can take this genuine step 
toward betterment no matter which party gets the most 
votes. Such a statement makes us catch our breath. Such 
a statement sounds like threatened and exaggerated ideal¬ 
ism, sounds like “flossy talk” or mere sermonizing. But 
it is not exaggeration nor sermonizing to suggest that, to 
the best of our ability, wc must ask some of tne following 
questions if wc wish to make the next thirteen months 
of real value in our national life. 

FIRST, SHALL WE CREATE more and better 
schools for our children? Second, shall we show to youth 
a world fit to live in by means of parents who themselves 
are not "adult delinquents”? Third, shall we remake our 
entire prison system until legal punishment ceases to be 
mere legal crime? Fourth, shall we be bold enough to de¬ 
clare that war is an outmoded instrument for human sur¬ 
vival ? 

These questions will not be on the ballots in Novem¬ 
ber, 3.956, but the whole world knows that exactly these 
questions will make up the background of our decisions. 
The coming election will be a world election. We shall make 
a great mistake if we call it just one more event in Ameri¬ 
can politics.

Vice Pres. Nominations Usually Dictated by President 

Tucked away in a news despatch from Washington 
this week was a paragraph reporting that Senator Josejvi 
R. McCarthy will be a favorite candidate for the Repub¬ 
lican Presidential nomination in his home State of Wiscon¬ 
sin next year and that he will also run as a Presidential 
candidate in the Massachusetts and Nebraska primaries. 

The despatch went on to say that McCarthy will not

ploded with bombshell effect, if he were as prominent in 
the national picture today as he was two years ago. 

, The fact is that McCarthy’s potential strength in a 
J Bay State Presidential primary should not be minimized, 
I'because he still has a tremendous following here, although 
I there may well be some doubt whether he does not have 
[ more admirers in the Democratic party than in the GOP.

December 1 

As S-D Day 

Mayor Howard Whitmore, Jr. 
has proclaimed Thursday, De¬ 
cember 1 at “S-D Day” Safe 
Driving Day — and has called 
upon all Newton citizens to ac¬ 
cept the challenge: 

..“Not a single traffic accident 
during the 24 hours of December 
1, day or night." 

He has asked citizens to ac 
cept an even more important 
challenge: the challenge to ac¬ 
cept personal responsibility for 
safe driving and safe walking 
every day in the year, all 365 of 
them. _ 

This is the real purpose of S-D 
Day. Newton wants most earn¬ 
estly to go entirely without ac¬ 
cidents on December 1, of course. 
But, it is desirable that the 
streets be safe the whole year 
around, year in and year out. 

In the 1954 S-D campaign, a 
nationwide tally of traffic fatal¬ 
ities was made just on S-D Day, 
itself. This year, the tally will 
cover three weeks: from Novem¬ 
ber 21 — "S-D minus 10” — to 
December 11 — ”S-D plus 10.” 
So, Newton is ‘‘on trial” for 
three weeks. But that’s only 
part of it: actually, Newton's on 
trial every day, as people with 
civic responsibility. 

So, let’s not wait for S-D Day 
to stop killing and injuring our¬ 
selves and others. Let's stop 
this heedless practice right now, 
beginning today. By the time 
S-D Day arrives, we'll be so 
much in the habit that the goal 
of no accidents should be readily 
attainable. More Important, we’ll 
be so much In the habit that we 
can-cling to it permanently.

The amount brought to the par¬ 
ties as " A Treat for the Chil¬ 
dren of the World” and given to 
“UNICEF Mothers” amounts to 
over $1300.00 and miscellaneous 
contributions from individuals 
and from church and civic 
groups account for another hun¬ 
dred.

Mayor Gets 
Big Vote of 
Confidence 

ALTHOUGH unopposed for 
rcelcction, Mayor Howard Whit¬ 
more, Jr., at the election Tues¬ 
day, was given a ringing en¬ 
dorsement for his administra¬ 
tion of city affairs during the 
mist two years, receiving 12,746 
•otes out of 14,318 votes cast or 
practically 90 percent of the to- 
al vote. 

At the election only 11,318 
voters out of a total registration 
of 43,750, or 32 percent, went to 
the polls and exercised their 
privileged franchise. 

LACKING the endorsement 
of the Newton Civic Associa¬ 
tion, Aldermen Cannon and An¬ 
derson experienced no difficulty 
in winning rc-clcction, while 
Carleton P. Merrill, endorsed for 
election by the Civic Associa¬ 
tion, succeeded in winning from 
Ward 1 while William A. Diman, 
also endorsed by the Civic Asso¬ 
ciation for rcelcction as Aldcr- 
man-at-Large from Ward 1, went 
down to defeat. Ironically en¬ 
ough, although the Civic Asso¬ 
ciation endorsement apparent¬ 
ly put Merrill over, the same 
can not be said in Diman's case, 
who was up for re-election. 
Lacking the endorsement, Aider- 
man Leo Cannon put up a 
strong contest and topped ail 
others in the Ward 1 contest 
with a vote of 7,455, while Mer¬ 
rill, the other successful candi¬ 
date received a total of 6.399. 
He was trailed by Diman with 
6,042 votes and Barton, the 
fourth candidate, received 2,929 
votes. 

IN THE Aldormen-at-Large 
contest in Ward 7, William M. 
Powers won reeiection handily 
with a vote of 8,119, followed | 
by Winfield C. Anderson, the 
other successful candidate, with 
a vote of 6,853. James K. Fitzpa¬ 
trick trailed the other two with 
5,904 votes. 

In the Ward Aldermen con¬ 
tests, Hirsh Sharf in Ward 6 de¬ 
feated Robert E. Caron by a 
vote of 1,479 to 859. In the Ward 
7 contest, Benjamin Shattuck 
defeated Levon Kasarjian by a 
vote of 812 to 324. 

In the Ward 3 Aldcrmen-at- 
Large contest, Joseph B. Davis, 
with a vote of 8,474 and John P.

John C. McCllntock, had pre¬

strips, and posters showing the 
work of UNICEF. Many of the 
schools preceded the distribu¬ 
tion of the envelopes with Un¬ 
ited Nations programs empha¬ 
sizing UNICEF, which has been 
called the greatest child welfare 
efTort of all time. The agency, 
which is supported by voluntary 
contributions, is the only inter¬ 
governmental agency devoted to 
the welfare of children and their 
mothers. In cooperation with 
the World Health Organization, 
it helps initiate public health 
programs which the govern¬ 
ments concerned can later oper¬ 
ate independently. The aided 
governments match UNICEF 
contributions with more than 
equal expenditures of their own. 
so that donations are doubled 
or tripled by the time they reach 
a child. 

In taking part In the Contrib¬ 
uting to UNICEF,, the children 
of Newton have Joined over 2 
million children in every state 
and as far away as Alaska and 
the Panama Canal Zone in help¬ 
ing the 000 million children in 72 
countries who suffer from mal¬ 
nutrition and disease. Approxi¬ 
mately $273,000 was collected 
last year in 4000 communtlcs — 
all by children for children. 
When the children of Newton 
brought their money for UNI¬

In a test such as would occur in a Pres¬ 
idential primary, however, with the people 
dividing their votes between several dif¬ 
ferent candidates, McCarthy might be able 
to top almost any opponent that could be 
named—with one exception. McCarthy 
could not defeat a gentleman named Chris¬ 
tian A. Herter. 

McCarthy’s plans, incidentally, are part 
of a drive now being mapped by rightrwmg 
or Old Guard Republican leaders to try 
to bottle up delegate votes for the 1950 
GOP national convention. 

Senator John W. Bricker of Ohio has 
served notice that he will assume a favor¬ 
ite son status in the Buckeye State, if 
President Eisenhower is not to be a can¬ 
didate for reelection. 

Republican Senator Leader William F. 
Knowland is planning to step into the 
mixed-up California situation which has 
almost as many prospective Presidential 
contenders as the other 47 States com¬ 
bined. 

Governor J. Bracken Lee of Utah will 
seek to go to the Republican conclave as 
the favorite son choice of his State and 
with the votes of his delegation stored se¬ 
curely in his pocket. 

Dirksen probably will follow suit in Il¬ 
linois, and if he doesn’t, McCarthy prob¬ 
ably will. 

These are but a few of the Old 
Guard leaders who were pushed into the 
background by President Elsenhower 
but are now moving forward to appraise 
their chances of controlling the na¬ 
tional Convention. 

The fact is that their prospects are not 
overly bright, but in. the event of a split 
in the Eisenhower wing of the party, they 
might well control the balance of power 
which probably is their real objective. 

• • • • 

There is widespread conjecture among 
the profesisonal politicians as to how long 
President Eisenhower will wait before an¬ 
nouncing officially whether he is or isn’t 
going to run for another term. 

It is widely assumed, of course, that 
the President will accede to the wishes and 
pleas of his family and step out at the end 
of next year. Some observers point out 
that this was his intention even before he 
suffered his heart attack. They believe 
it is merely a question of time when he will 
formally and officially remove himself 
from the Presidential contention. 

A new wave of optimism has developed 
among Ike’s supporters as a result of the 
satisfactory recovery he has been making 
from his coronary occlusion, and a fresh 
crop of rumors and reports have come out 
of Washington during the past few days 
that he might run again, after all. 

That probably comes strictly under the 
■ heading of wishful thinking. It is highly 
improbable that President Eisenhower 
would consent to stand for reelection or 
that his family would allow him to do so 
without offering terrific opposition. But 
the speculation and uncertainty will con¬ 
tinue right up to the time that Ike him- 
naif states exactly what he is going to do. 


Meanwhile, the longer he withholds 
that announcement, the more uneasy 
some of the Republican leaders will be¬ 
come. The Old Guard chieftain, in fact, 
will not wait long after his return to Wash¬ 
ington before setting their own plans in 
operation.

President Key Figure ia Naming Mate 

Political observers generally are now 
predicting that one resuit of the attack 
which felled the President will be that both 
the Democratic and Republican national 
conventions next year will choose their 
Vice Presidential nominees with a great 
deal more care and thought than in the 
past. 

Usually the nomination of the Vice 
Presidential candidate is a mere formality 
which comeB at the end of the convention, 
with only a handful of delegates on hand 
to carry out the wishes of tne man nomi¬ 
nated for the Presidency. Sometimes the 
Vice Presidential candidate is nominated 
by acclamation. 

The last time there was any real bat¬ 
tle for scoond place on a national ticket 
was in 1944, when many of the Democratic 
leaders rebelled against renhminating 
Henry A. Wallace. Even then the late 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, bowing to their 
wishes, gave the nod to Harry S. Truman 
That was not the wide-open fight that 
would have been staged if FDR had main¬ 
tained a complete hands-off policy, but 
Wallace had built up enough strength to 
give Truman a battle. 

President Eisenhower in 1952 person 
ally selected Vice President Nixon as his 
running mate, and Adlai Stevenson did 
the same thing in the case of Senator 
Sparkman. Few, if any, of the GOP dele¬ 
gates had aiw thought of voting for Nixon 
as the Vice Presidential nominee until the 
word came from Eisenhower's hotel suite 
as to what he wanted them to do. Even 
fewer Democrats considered Sparkman as 
Vice Presidential timber before Stevenson 
made his decision. 

Former President Truman telephoned 
from the White House to Philadelphia in 
1948 to say that he had decided upon Al- 
ben Barkley as his running mate. Con¬ 
gressman John W. McCormack was in the 
thick of the Vice Presidential aspirations 
at the time and had very substantial sup¬ 
port. 

But when the phone rang from Wash¬ 
ington, with Truman on the other end of 
the line, McCormack philosophically ac¬ 
cepted it like a good political soldier as one 
of the developments that comes in politics, 
put aside bis own aspirations and fell in 
line behind Barkley, 

In 1952 Thomas E. Dewey made a 
trade with Earl Warren, then the Gover¬ 
nor of California and the favorite son 
candidate of tne Golden Gate State. In 
return for Warren's action in swinging the 
California delegation behind him, Dewey 
gave Warren the Vice Presidential nom¬ 
ination. 


Over in Rome, Aristide Egidi, 47, 
was arrested for posing as a physician 
after Italian police discovered that the 
elegrant and impreasive Greek-written 
diploma in his office was an old letter of 
recommendation he had been given for 
his work as chauffeur in the Greek em¬ 
bassy.

Political boss Carmine DeSaplo 
claimed that he found susprising support 
for Governor Harriman in California as 
he reported this week on his trip to the 
West Coast to beat the political drums 
for the New York Governor who has 
finally decided that he is supporting 
himself rather than Adlai Stevenson.

Matthew Pames of Cheviot, O., was 
told that his excuse was “first class 
original" after he testified in court that 
the reason he went through a red light 
was that he had just bought a car and 
didn’t want to step on the brakes too 
hard. 

• • • • 

Arrested on a charge of driving 
through a red traffic light in Mount 
Clemens, Mich., Robert Eastman inter¬ 
rupted the court proceedings long enough 
to announce that tie would be a candidate 
for Congress in the Democratic primary 
next year. Well, that’s one way to launch 
a campaign, but it is not highly recom¬ 
mended.

Prisoners in the Bulacan Jail in 
Manila last week complained to the war¬ 
den that their sleep was being interrupted 
by the crying of a 2-weeks-old baby 
brought to the prison by her mother 
when she began a two-year sentence. The 
inmates demanded that the mother and 
baby be sent somewhere else.

Although this year’s local elec¬ 
tions are over, the activities of 
the League of Women Voters 
have by no means been ended. 
On the contrary, the League 
functions on a year-round basis 
to develop an informed interest 
of all citiaens in their govern¬ 
ment, Members of the League 
and their friends meet in discus¬ 
sion groups regularly during 
the entire year and share their 
knowledge, experience and 
points of view about various 
governmental issues and poli¬ 
cies. 

Legislation both local and na¬ 
tional receives the attention of 
League members. After a legis¬ 
lative proposal has been thor¬ 
oughly studied, the League fre¬ 
quently takes a public position 
in support op in opposition, in 
accordance with the views of the 
majority of the membership. 
During last year’s session of 


the Massachusetts General 
Court, the League was active 
In connection with a number of 
proposals. For example, the 
League supported several bills 
which called for the establish¬ 
ment throughout the Common¬ 
wealth of additional detention 
centers for juvenile offenders. 
The bill which finally passed In 
this field provided for the set¬ 
ting up of a Hampden County 
Detention Center. The League 
constantly supported the prin¬ 
ciple# Of bills which were con¬ 
cerned with the Youth Service 
Board Reorganization for pre¬ 
vention of juvenile delinquency. 
Last Spring a bill wag finally 
passed authorizing the reorgan¬ 
ization of the Youth Service 
Board for prevention work. A 
bill was also enacted calling for 
School Adjuetment Counselors. 

A Leauge-supported bill was 
enacted in 1055 increasing coun¬ 


ty budgets for probation ser¬ 
vices. 

The Leguge spoke in support 
of two bills which would make 
a number of scholarships avail- 
able at each of the nine State 
Teachers Colleges and Mass 
School of Art. These bills were 
referred to an order which auth¬ 
orized a recess study by the Sen¬ 
ate Committee on Ways and 
Means. As a result of this study 
legislation on scholarships is 
likely In 1956. 

This coming year the League 
will again review and evaluate 
the proposals of our legislators. 
Some will be bills which have 
been put over for further study; 
some will be new bills. And 
again the League will provide 
its support, or enter its opposi¬ 
tion, after it has carefully de 
termined wherein the public in 
terest lies. 


... The Unknown Person...

Everybody wants to be somebody. Deep In the heart at 
each one of us there is a wish to be known, a yearning to be 
understood, a longing to have friends who are not alwaya 
criticizing us, business associates who trust us and above all a 
family who value us for what we are even If they know our faults 

If we scan the whole map of our human contacts we find 
that the desire to be known has both Its good and bad aspects 
but good or bad It Is a powerful motive In making us what we 
are, a motive power that makes our contentment or dirfbontent- 
ment. Under its bad aspects It often becomes mere ambition or 
selfish pride and cruelty to other people. In this form It leads 
to crime Itself. It is plain to see that crime, especially Juvenile 
crime, Is often based on the wish to be known and to have one’s 
name printed In the newspapers. 

But under its best aspects the desire to be known Is so 
natural, so human, so intimate and personal that it turns out 
to be a characteristic of an Immeasurable high quality. It has 
about it a tender, homelike and loyal touch. It is the wish to be 
at home In a baffling world, to snuggle down and rest in safety 
in the lap of a kindly environment. At its roots this Is what 
we mean by democracy and of course its highest expression |>. 
some form of religious faith. To be well known to God and to the 
universe is to create our own confidence that God and the uni¬ 
verse are our friends and not our enemies. 

Some way or other we must find out that the way to be 
somebody is our willingness to be nobody. Being nobody is not 
a mere vacancy nor an exile Into loneliness and despair, at least 
it need not be that! The desire to be known, so far as we know, 
never beat in the heart of a young soldier that came out of 
two world wars. His fame Is published In almost every land by 
the simple monument "To the Unknown Soldier." He was no¬ 
body but he has become everybody. In a long lifetime among 
all sorts of people I have learned to value most the unknown 
people, the unknown soldiers of life whom no one could Identify 
fdr they lived unknown and died unknown. 

We may not agree entirely with Emily Dickinson, our New i 
England poet of a hundred years ago, but the unshakeable truth 
of her little poem is a tonic for all of us: 

"I’m nobdoy, who are you? 

Are you nobody, too? That’s two of us. 

Don’t tell; they’d banish us you know. 

How dreary to be somebody, to be public like a frog, 

And shout your name the livelong day to an admir¬ 
ing bog.” 

If you and I are "The Unknown Person” we may well rejoioe 
in the fact that we are true members of "An Unknown Universe” 
which has never fully explained itself but whose Infinite dossI- 
bilities belong to ue. « ,

I GAVE the border police all 
of our credentials. They wanted 
to know where my came wag, 
and I told them I didn’t have 
one. Half an hour passed and 
we were getting no place fast. 
I found one of the guards who 
spoke a little English, and told 
him we were anxious to get to 
Trieste before six. The difficul¬ 
ty seemed to be that no one was 
familiar with the car registra¬ 
tion papers. The registration 
for American government em¬ 
ployees in Europe is similar to 
the Massachusetts registration, 
a paper about four inches by 
three inches. For such a small 
piece of paper to represent own¬ 
ership of property worth close 
to two million lira was difficult 
to imagine. European registra¬ 
tion of a car of such value en¬ 
tails reams of official papers 
with seals and signatures to 
prove ownership. It became 


sidered renegades driving a 
stolen car. 

Finally a big yellow paper 
was filled out and given to one 
of the armed guards who got 
into the car with us. We were 
under arrest, apparently, and 
the soldier was to take us to 
headquarters. It's several miles 
into town from the border, and 
what a ride we had. Fred and 
I were tired, and got pretty 
silly. The soldier with us was 
a rather short fellow who had 
been drinking. He couldn't un 
derstand a word of English, so 
Fred and I had quite a discus 
slon. We had an idea that we 
were In for trouble, but decided 
to drive to the gas station first,

we would let the guard direct 
US to where ever it was we 
were to go. We joked about the 
situation all the way down the 
hills into town, and decided 
upon a plan that would get us 
out of whatever difficulty we 
were In. We knew that the big 
yellow paper that the soldier 
carried inside of his tunic was 
of major importance in the pres¬ 
ent situation. Our plan was to 
persuade the soldier to show 
Fred the yellow paper. Then 
Fred would fold it up and 
quickly eat it. This should 
solve all of our problems be¬ 
cause, when the guard tried to 
tell his superior that these two 
dignified Americans had EAT¬ 
EN the yellow paper, we were 
sure they would lock him up for 
being drunk and forget about 
us. In our fatigued condition 
we thought this was a dandy 
plan until Fred suggested that 
they might keep us abound a 
day or two to see If the soldier 
was telling the truth. We 
laughed over this until we were 
crying, and the poor guard must 
have thought we were crazy. 
At least our plan of escape died 
a very happy death. 

WE FOLLOWED the guard’s 
directions until we came to the 
turnoff for the gas station. 
Fred and I nodded to each 
other, and I made a short left 
turn. The guard got real ex 
cited because ho wanted us to 
go straight, but he didn't do 
any shooting. When we got to 
the station, one of the attend 
ants acted as interpreter and 
we had him tell the fellow that 
we'd go with him as soon 
we got filled utx. We asked-the 


attendant what was wrong, and 
he said, "Nothing. They’ve made 
mistake and shouldn’t be 
bothering you,” The soldier 
was beginning to talk to every¬ 
one who would listen to his side, 
because I think the attendant 
had told him that It was a mis¬ 
take. 

The three of us got back into 
the car and went to the custom 
headquarters. A young Amer¬ 
ican MP was on duty, and I 
told him the whole story. He 
said, “Gosh, I’d better start 
calling people. This happened 
once before about IV* years 
ago, and they impounded the 
car and a captain and his fam 
ily for two days!” Our guard 
disappeared, and the MP start¬ 
ed calling people. He called the 
Officer of the Day, the Provost 
Marshal, and Counter Intelll< 
gence. 

BEFORE LONG people start 
ed showing up, Including an In 
terpreter. We had quite a time. 
According to the MP, the cap 
tain and his family to whom 
he had previously referred got 
out with the U. S. government 
owning the oar until the Trieste 
government turned It over, and 
the U. 8. government then gave 
it back to the captain. We be 
came very serious with the 
prospect of spending two days 
in Trieste. We could just i 
our boas when we dtd not show 
up at school on Monday. The 
fact that we were teachers 
seemed to pave the way for our 
getting out of there that eve¬ 
ning. 

Ill never know the whole 
story, but Z understand R this 


way. Trieste is a major blaok 
market port for autos. The tax 
on an American ear, as I men, 
tioned before, is more than the 
original cost of the car. If any 
official Is responsible for a car 
getting through, he has to pay 
the tax. As a result, the cus¬ 
toms men have to see some¬ 
thing th*y are familiar with or 
they turn It over to a higher 
offlolal. Also, very few Amer¬ 
icans drive Into Yugoslavia. 
This type of thing has hap¬ 
pened Just twice in the last 
three years. So few Americans 
do get down into the area from 
anywhere but the Trieste army 
post, that the border officials 
fall to recognize other army 
post registrations. Also, it may 
be that I should have been 
given a special permit upon en¬ 
tering Trieste if I planned to 
leave the city by any other 
route. 

FOUR HOURS LATER * 
left the place, free aga n 
also had several very o. 
looking documents with < 
U.S. military stamp on them 
well as the Trieste stamp. U 
wo had further difficulty, we 
had a special letter from the 
MP seotion. We left the city by 
the ocean road, and hadn't gone 
more than a mile or two when 
a policeman stopped us. Wo 
were relieved to find it was be¬ 
cause the road was closed due 
to three landslides caused by a 
downpour earlier that day. Re¬ 
turning to the city to take gn 
inland road, we finally cleared 
the Trieste are*.

Committee Enlivening Revelation 


Visiting, as I did last Thurs¬ 
day, a regular meeting of the 
Community Service Committee 
of the Newton Community Club 
is a warming and enlivening 
revelation. Meeting this time 
in the home of the chairman 
Mrs. Carlton Shaw, the women 
gathered early, as is their 
wont — ten o’clock or so In the 
morning. The chairman of the 
sewing, Mrs. Samuel Nash, had 
the materials all ready, and 
the stock of thread, needles, 
and thimbles, and the work be¬ 
gan at once. Not a moment 
was Idle. Some of the members 
basted bright green oblongs of 
coarse cotton which were des¬ 
tined for the Newton-Wellcsley 
hospital. (Surprisingly, these 
were for use as towels In the 
operating room. Green, It 
seems, has superseded white — 
easier on the eyes.) Some were 
hemming diapers and draw- 
sheets for Peabody Home. Two 
machines kept up a vigorous 
obligato to the conversations 
going on all over the room. The 
atmosphere fairly radiated 
cheer and comfort and comrade¬ 
ship. These eleven women have 
worked together for a long 
time, now; they have shared 
opinions on the state oi the 
nation and the community, 
have exchanged happy com¬ 
ments on grandchildren, have 
been enthusiastic together 
have been happy together. It 
is a live atmosphere, the at¬ 
mosphere in which this group 
meets. 

At 12:30 they gathered a 
round the diningroom table, 
prettily centered with flowers, 
daintily laid with the hostess’ 
nicest china. Each member al¬ 
ways brings her own sandwich.

and the hostess provides plenty 
of good coffee, pickles, potato 
chips — and an especially yum¬ 
my dessert Each member, at 
the table, also pays a quarter, 
which goes Into a fund used 
to buy yarns for the knitting 
done at home for the Peabody 
Home for Crippled Children 
and the Veterans’ Hospitals. 
On this particular day another 
project was completed. At the 
previous meeting, one of the 
women had produced and pass 
ed around tiny aprons, eacn 
having a little pocket. In the 
pockets were slips of paper 
with a little verse begging the 
recipient to measure her waist 
and put in as many pennies as 
there were inches around — 
and to do this twice, If she 
felt like it! The aprons, when 
returned, held, In all, $5.73! 

At the club’s annual Scholar¬ 
ship Bridge party, this commit 
tee had had an "Opportunity 
Table” at which they sold gifts 
— many of them things made 
by some of themselves. Their 
proceeds amounted to $108.89 
This money, too, goes to buy 
yarns and supplies. And last 
year at the December meeting 
of the club the Committee had 
a sale of fruit cake and other 
articles which brought In $38 78. 

After luncheon and the busi¬ 
ness meeting, it was back to 
the sewing and the chatting — 
but needles more than kept up 
with tongues, and no one ever 
seemed to pause. For this Is 
a group that does things. It has 
been mentioned that both sew 
ing and knitting are done for 
the Peabody Home for Crippled 
Children, Newton Wellesley 
Hospital, and Veterans’ Hospi¬ 
tals. The report of last year’s 
accomplishments goes like this: 
For Peabody Home: 28 dish 
towels, 88 bed pan covers, 20 
aprons, 60 pillow cases, 115 
diapers, 25 pelvic bands, 9 T 
bands, 48 draw sheets; for 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital, 121 
towels. This was a total of 514 
pieces with a time value of 
$250.00. At Christmas they sent 
$5.00 and three fruit cakes to 
Peaboty Home, In addition to 
six scrap books, 42 stockings, 
and three decks of cards. Three 
fruit cakes were also sent to 
the Newton City Infirmary. 

The work done for the vet¬ 
erans is reported to the Di¬ 
vision of Veterans’ Service of 
the Massachusetts State Fed¬ 
eration of Women’s Clubs. In 
one year the women’s clubs of 
the commonwealth expended 
$38,804.12 for veterans’ work 
in the hospitals. The ladles of

On December 26th of last year 
the committee sponsored a Cof 
fee Hour at the Veterans’ Hos¬ 
pital in West Roxbury. 

Members also make gayly 
colored bags to be passed out 
to members of the club at 
large. These women who take 
these bags fill them with items 
(all prescribed on a list from 
State Federation headquarters) 
and they are returned to the 
committee, who see that they 
are deliverer to hospitalized 
veterans in time for Christmas. 
The things they contain are 
little things — but useful or 
cheerful: Christmas cards to 
send, playing cards, handker 
chief, comb, cigarettes, etc. 
The coftimittee also collects 
items for use by the Newton 
Recreation Department — sev¬ 
eral large bags this last year. 

It is a little overwhelming, 
this list of accomplishments. 
And one can hardly believe that 
the total membership of the 
Community Service Committee 
now numbers only 'fourteen, 
with attendance at meetings 
around ten! 

Eighteen years ago, it be¬ 
gan. Mrs. David Black, of the 
Newton Community Club, got 
together three or four women 
at the request of the city of 
Newton to help distribute old 
clothes to the needy of the 
city. These women went once 
a week to the City Hall to give 
out the donated clothing: they 
had nothing to do with the col¬ 
lection of the garments — on 
Iy of the distribution. As time 
went on, more helpers were 
needed, and Mrs. Black got to¬ 
gether about twelve women. 
Shortly after that the authori¬ 
ties decided to put the clothing 
distribution in the hands of 
the teachers. "There I was", 
says Mrs. Black, "With this 
big committee — and nothing 
to do!!’’ 

But the committee was of 
the caliber to find something 
to do — and it did. It called 
itself the "Community Service 
Committee,” and it began to 
give service. It has never ceas 
ed. It never will. Such vigor, 
such unselfish, happy energy 
does not die, but goes on from 
generation to generation, trans¬ 
mitted to the succeeding mem 
bers of the group. It is good 
to know this. It is good to seo 
these women, vital, cheerful, 
hard at work, making their 
corner of the world a little 
better than it was when they 
came in, and subtly, all un¬ 
consciously, enriching themsel 
ves. There is no laughter like 
the fun o fthose who give of 
themselves to each other and to 
those around them.

Safest Method To Burn Leaves 
Is To Use Incinerator 


This is the time of the year 
that the leaves are beautiful to 
behold on the trees, but when 
they have fallen on the ground 
th6y represent many problems. 
To most of us the problem Is — 
how can we get rid of them with 
the least trouble. In most cases 
they are raked into a pile and 
burned wherever they may be. 
This is usually done with not a 
thought about the location or 
the wind. 

The safest method to use to 
burn leaves is to use an icinera- 
ior that is located on a cleared 
plot of ground away from > 11 
buildings. It sould be watched 
while the burning is being done 
and the ashes extinguished 
when finished.

In the past our department 
has had several calls for leaf 
fires that could have been very 
seriou.s 

In one case a person was burn¬ 
ing leaves on a windy day and 
they were blown Into a corner of 
the building that had a large 
pile of leaves. These leaves 
started to burn and before he 
could do anything to stop it, 
the side of the house was 
aflame. 

There are numerous calls tor 
fires in hedges that are se: by 
children or people burning 
leaves and the wind blows the 
burning leaves into them. 

One of the most serious 
troubles the community is faced 
with is the case of children pro¬ 
ceeding along a street and drop¬ 
ping lighted matches in the 
leaves as they go along. With 
even the slightest wind these 
small fires can be whipped Into 
a sea of fire that could easily 
cause a conflagration in any sec¬ 
tion of the city. This is a very 
serious problem and every par¬ 
ent should do their part to im¬ 
press the seriousness of this 
needless prank on a.l of their 
children. 

Leaves can be used to protect 
certain plants from the winter 
cold, they make good composit 
materials or they can be car¬ 
ried to the dumps. Tne problem 
of burning them in the streets 
has many angles to be respect¬ 
ed. First, the smoke on the 
highway can impair the vision 
and cause an accident. Second, 
people have been known to step 
into what appeared to be dead 
ashes and received a serious 
hum. Third, autos stopped by 
the side of the street have been 
set on fire by burning leaves 
being blown under them or park¬ 
ing In a bed of hot xshes have 
set their tires on fire. 

Before burning any leaves 
this year it would be well to 
stop and consider lust what the 
safest method would *>e to dis 
pose of them to avoid any 
trouble. 

The leaves do present a ser¬ 
ious problem and each problem 
must be met Recording to its 
own location. 

Three things to remember if 
you must bum the leaves: 

First: Do not burn them on a 
windy day and do not leave hot 
ashes in the street so they will 
cause an accident. Secure a Per¬ 
mit to Burn. 

Second: Never leave the fire 
while it is burning and put it 
out when you have finished. 

Third: Leaves cannot be burn¬ 
ed on newly surfaced Jr repaired 
street. 

Let's keep Newton clean, I ut 
not bum It clean.

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Nineteen Newton Residents Are 
Receiving Rehabilitation Aid 


Thomas H. Browne, Rehabili¬ 
tation Director, report* that re¬ 
habilitation services through the 
Newton Tuberculosis and Health 
Association are currently being 
offered to nineteen Newton resi¬ 
dents. Five Newton patients are 
at present receiving rehabilita¬ 
tion services at the Middlesex 
County Sanatorium. There are 
fourteen patients who have re¬ 
turned to their homes in Newton 
and are currently receiving re¬ 
habilitation services. 

Among the services which 
these Newton tuberculosis pa¬ 
tients are receiving are aptitude 
testing programs, correspond¬ 
ence courses, vocational counsel¬ 
ling, and job placement. Home¬ 
making programs which stress 
courses in nutrition and work 
simplification, with Individual 
courses In budgeting, child care, 
interior decorating, ete., are 
also available. All study pro¬ 
grams are supervised by a teach¬ 
er and the books and equip¬ 
ment are furnished to the pa¬ 
tients by the rehabilitation ser¬ 
vice. 

The Association's rehabilita¬ 
tion program is conducted with 
the program of the Middlesex 
Health Association and is under 
the medical direction of Helen 
Evarts, M.D., at the Middlesex 


County Sanatorium. The Ser¬ 
vices of the rehabilitation staff 
are available to patients in the 
Sanatorium and in the commun¬ 
ity. The Newton Tuberculosis 
and Health Association’s rehab¬ 
ilitation program is made pos¬ 
sible by the annual sale of 
Christmas Seals in Newton.

China collectors, antique fan¬ 
ciers, and those who just en¬ 
joy seeing beautiful things will 
find a visit to the Jackson 
Homestead during the next two 
months a rewarding experience. 
For the collection of china and 
decorative objects of the first 
half of the 19th century now 
on exhibit at 527 Washington 
street, Newton, contains many 
rare »nd exquisite pieces. Ar¬ 
ranged by Mrs. Frank H. Dilla- 
by, well-known in the antique 
world, it displays wares made 
and used during that period, 
thoughtfully arranged and 
labelled to instruct the neo¬ 
phyte as well as the experi¬ 
enced collector. 

IN TIIF, LUSTRE collection 
may be s-^en a large Jug of pink 
lustre on earthenware, with 
clipper ship designs and com¬ 
plete compass under the lip. 
This piece, privately loaned, 
was presented to a Newbury- 
port sea captain many years 
ago. A Sunderland pitcher with 
molded design on the sides and 
Sunderland goblet are unusual 
Items, ns are the rare straw¬ 
berry cun. saucer and plate, 
and copper lustre covered sugar 
bowl. 

In another case, a dainty 
Meissen tea set, circa 1825, gold 
banded and bordered with 
graceful green leaves, is dls 
played on a mahogany tray, 
with coin teaspoons and a tiny 
silver tea caddy. 

A beautifully molded basalt 
sphinx, Wedgwood 1805, and 
tiny Staffordshire pigeon on a 
basket are also choice pieces. 

ONE DISPLAY features the 
development of the teapot, from 
the small one-cup pot used when 
tea was first introduced In 
England, because It was such a 
costly delicacy, to the large 
white pot, decorated with soft 
blue flowers in "Grandmoth¬ 
er’s China." formerly errone¬ 
ously known as Chelsea. An¬ 
other disnlay consists entirely 
of doll’s china and miniature 
items of exquisite delicacy. 

On the mantel stands a 
Brewster A Ingraham clock, 
manufactured In Bristol, Con¬ 
necticut from 1827-43, flanked 
by a handsome pair Of tall brass 
candlesticks, two large blue and 
white trenchers, an English 
Tobey jug of the 1850’s and a 
copper lustre bowl. 

With the exception of a few 
items, these pieces are loaned 
from the collections of Mrs. 
Dlllaby and Mrs. Edward J. 
Sawyer, Chairman of the An¬ 
tiques Committee of the Friends 
of the Jackson Homestead.

Harmon Soeaks 
In Western 
Part Of State 

Last Friday, Millard Harmon 
of Auburndale, spoke to the 
Present Day Club of Ludlow, 
Mass. His topic was "Yugo¬ 
slavia.” 

Mr. Harmon ' recounted his 
traveling through Yugoslavia 
described the stores and the 
merchandise available to th« 
people in this unindustrialized 
country. His talk included a 
description of his detention at. 
Trieste where his American car 
registration was considered so 
unique by the border guarr) 
that they thought he was driv 
ing a stolen car. 

A question was asked regard¬ 
ing the imprisonment of Cardi¬ 
nal Mindzenty (sp.) Mr. Har 
mon pointed out that the true 
story never reached American 
newspapers. It was true that 
the Cardinal was imprisoned 
by Tito’s government. What 
was not pointed out in the 
American press was the fact 


that the Cardinal was a" col 
laborationist, often led the Nazi 
troops into the towns and vil 
lages at the start of the occu 
pation. During the occupation 
the Cardinal played a major 
role in pointing out members 
of the underground to the Naz 
forces for execution. At the 
end of the war he was impris 
oned with the stipulation that 
he would be freed any time 
that he wished to leave the 
country. Police protection was 
not available to travel with him 
at all times to protect him 
from families of those men 
whom he had turned over to 
the Nazis. The Tito govern 
ment felt that it would only be 
a matter of time before he 
would tie killed, thus causing a 
greater international incident 
His imprisonment was for his 
own protection as long as he 
remained in Yugoslavia. 

Friday, November 11, Mr 
Harmon will speak at Wollas¬ 
ton, Mass. Here again his topic 
will be “Yugoslavia.”

Laymen to Aid in Drive 


A partnership of prominent 
Catholic laymen and Jesuit 
priests to raise 53 million for the 
construction of a new Novitiate 
at Shadowbrook, Lenox, Mass., 
for the training of future Jesuits 
of the New England province, 
has been formed and includes 
William B. Carolan, J83 Com¬ 
monwealth ave., Newton, Mass.; 
Dr. J. P. O'Hare, 63 Falrlee rd.. 
Newton, Mass., and Adrian 
O’Keeffe, 1415 Commonwealth 
ave., West Newton, Mass. 

The need for a new building 
to house and train candidates 
foi the Jesuit Order has "been 
termed "imperative” by the 
Very Rev. William E. FitzGer¬ 
ald, S.J., provincial of the Mew 
England province. 

The present quarters m the 
Berkshires are in a former pri¬ 
vate dwelling that has been a 
"temporary” novitiate for more 
than 30 years. 

These prominent laymen are 
among some 200 laymen and 
Jesuits who are a nucleus oi a 
team which will cover all a ec- 
tions of New England for do¬ 
nations for the urgently needed 
novitiate. 

This training center is the site 
where the first four important 
and formative years in the train¬ 
ing of a Jesuit priest are spoilt.

The infectuous disease we 
call tuberculosis has had many 
names in its long history. The 
Greeks had a word for it — 
phthisis — which means a con¬ 
sumption. The early Hindus 
called it by a word with the 
same meaning, as did the 
peoples of many other coun¬ 
tries, both ancient and modern. 

“Consumpition” was a good 
word to describe the wasting 
away of the body caused by di¬ 
sease of the lungs. But it didn’t 
cover the situation when the 
disease attacked other organs 
of the body. The disease mas¬ 
queraded behind many names, 
and many different symptoms. 

It was way back in the seven¬ 
teenth century that medical 
men first discovered that "tub¬ 
ercles” or tiny nodules in the 
lungs were always found In con¬ 
sumption. It took many years 
to discover that these tubercles 
were typical o fa whole group 
of conditions that doctors nad 
thought were seperate diseases 
The name “tuberculosis" did 
not come into common use un¬ 
til the beginning of the 20th 
century. 

Pulmonary tuberculosis, the 
old "consumption,” is still the 
most common form of TB. But 
the germs that cause tubercu 
losis — tubercle baeillican at¬ 
tack any part of the body. The 
disease affects hundreds of 
thousands of our fellow Ameri¬ 
cans. It is estimated that 1,200.- 
000 people now require medical 
supervision because they have 
TB in either active or inactive 
form. Close to 100,000 people 
develop this contagious disease 
each year. 

The tuberculosis associations 
throughout the United States 
are working to break this seem¬ 
ingly endless chain of infection 
that is so costly in money, in 
human suffering and in lives. 
Through the annual Christmas

Strong Gain In F.mplnyment 
Employment in Massachu 
setts in September showed an¬ 
other substantial increase, 17,- 
500 more employees than In 
August and 38,900 over Septem¬ 
ber a year ago, as reported 
jointly by the Massachusetts 
Dept, of Labor and Industries 
and the U. S. Dept, of Labor. 
The manufacturing total wns 
up 10,100 over August and 21,- 
900 over September last year. 
Compared with September last 
year, employment in manufac¬ 
ture of durable goods up 11,. 
100, in nondurable manufac¬ 
tures 10,800, contract construc¬ 
tion 13.6i'0, finance, insurance 
and real estate 2,000, retail and 
wholesale trade 1,900, machin¬ 
ery (exeludinr electrical) 3.800, 
electronic equipment 3,600, mis¬ 
cellaneous manufacturing 3.- 
100, leather and leather goods 
2.700 and rubber goods 2,100. 

Government Work Important 
Military prime contracts for 
procurement and construction 
awarded in Massachusetts be¬ 
tween July 1950 and June 1955 
amounted to $3,104,565,000. Be¬ 
tween January and June this 
year they totaled $189,874,000. 
The total of military work done 
In the Commonwealth, however, 
probably was greater than this 
because of subcontracts. 
Employee Retirement Funds 
The U. S. Dept, of Commerce 
has listed 46 state and munici¬ 
pal employee retirement funds 
in Massachusetts amounting to 
$270,843,000 at the close of 1951. 
Of these funds, $11,062,000 were 
in cash and on deposit,, the bal¬ 


ance being invested In securi¬ 
ties.

63,752 ill ore Motor Vehicles 
At the end of September there 
were 1,475,247 motor vehicles 
registered In Massachusetts, of 
which approximately 87 per- : 
cent were passenger automo- . 
biles. This is an Increase of • 
63,752 total vehicles, nearly all 
of the gain being in passenger : 
cars, as reported by the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Registry of Motor 
Vehicles. There were 1,984,178 
licensed operators, an Increase 
of 48,277 over those in Septem¬ 
ber 30, 1954. 

Retail Snips Still Ahead of 
I-ast Year 

Sales of Massachusetts de¬ 
partment stores during Sep¬ 
tember totaled 1 percent more 
than a year ago, as reported 
by the Federal Reserve Bank 
of Boston. The Lowell-Law- 
rcnco area showed a gain of 13 
percent, Quincy 12 percent, sub¬ 
urban Boston 9 percent. Sales 
in downtown Boston dropped 
5 percent.

Tension Is Noted 
Between Old and 
Newer Residents 


In a study recently completed 
by a committee of the Parent 
Teachers Association Council, 
tension between old and new 
residents of this city was re¬ 
vealed. 

OTHER FACTORS noted 
•were the size of children’s al' 
lowances; the use of toy guns, 
alcohol, rowdiness and porno¬ 
graphic literature. On the whole 
however, the study produced 
a generally favorable report 
of this city’s youth. 

Generally speaking, citizens 
questioned say that they are 
well satisfied with Newton as 
a place to live, but in “spon 
taneous” answers to one of the 
I questions the report found that 
| several new residents thought 
I* conflict between new and older 
residents was a “major pro¬ 
blem." 

It was also brought out that 
“another aspect of the same 
situation is evidenced in the 
fact that older residents more 
often see the children of new- 
|i comers as "lowering standards 
of behavior.” 

THE REPORT did find evid 
| ence of rowdiness at public ex¬ 
hibitions and said that “lack 
1 of consideration for the rights 
of others” was the most con¬ 
tributing factor. 

It wis brought out in the 
survey that middle income fami 
lies are more strict on prohibit¬ 
ing the use of beer, wine and 
tobacco than either lower 01 
upper Income groups. Parents 


of all income groups handle 
these problems within the 
home, the questionnaires re¬ 
vealed. 

Answering a School Depart 
ment query as to whether 
children are getting unusually 
large allowances, the P.-T.A. 
leaders found that big allow* 
ances were not common. 

The prevailing scale of al 
lowances, they said, was for 
pupils, age 6 to 7, 25 to 50 
cents; for 9 to 12 year olds, 
50 cents to a $1; for 13 to 15 
year olds, $1 to $ 2 ; and for 
those 16 and over, $2 to $5. 

THIRTY-TWO questions were 
prepared and sent to executive 
committee and board members 
of each P.T.A. Over 250 filled 
out questionnaires were return 
ed and sent to Dr. Gordon All 
port, professor of psychology at 
Harvard who is internationally 
known in his field. Three 
months were taken to tabu 
late the results. 

The committee was estab 
lished by Council President Mel¬ 
vin J. Dangel in April 1954 to 
answer 10 questions raised by 
Supt. Harold B. Gores.and the 
school administration staff on 
potential problems in the homes 
and community. 

The committee included Ja¬ 
son R. Silverman, Mrs. Robert 
Toher. Mrs. Carl Peterson, Irv 
ing Neiman, Dr. Francis Ken 
ney, Dr. Spencer Levin, Dr. Ed 
ward Landy, Melvin J. Dangel, 
and Mrs. David N. Hume.

The release, as issued by Mr 
Hoffman states; 

THE MUNICIPAL election 
lust held has broadened the 
public interest in the Newton 
Divlc Association. Ihqulries are 
frequent as to its purposes 
ind policies. It is, therefore, a 
good time to lay down a few 
undanientals as I think a major¬ 
ity of our board of directors 
mderstand them. 

“(1) The Newton Civic As- 
iociation is the only city-wide 
civic organization which by its 
by-laws accepts the responsi¬ 
bility of endorsing candidates 
for municipal office. Every 
single one of the other organi¬ 
zations are prohibited by their 
charters, by-laws or custom 
from such action. 

“(2) The charter of the City 
of Newton adopted in 1899 pro¬ 
vides for non-partisan elections. 
Sponsors of good government 
thruout the United States seem 
to feel that party politics does 
not make for good government 
in our municipalities and it is 
the custom in a majority of our 
medium and small sized cities 
and towns not to have party 
sponsorship in local elections. 

“(3) The Republican party 
has been in a majority of all re¬ 
gistered voters in the City of 
Newton throughout its history 
until ‘recently. Although Uiis 
party still gets a thumping ma¬ 
jority at State and City elections 
it no longer constitutes a ma¬ 
jority of registered voters, so 
it is not representative govern¬ 
ment for the Republican organ!

Senator Poweis* Vote Against Highway Bond Issue 
Beleieved to Have Been a Big Factoi in His Defeat 

One vote cast in the Massachusetts Senate by 
Senator John E. Powers may have cost him election as 
Mayor of Boston. 

That was the vote which killed Governor Christian 
A. Herter’s $125,000,000 bond issue for the construction 
of new highways throughout Massachusetts. 

Powers was responsible for the defeat of that meas¬ 
ure after it had been approved by the House of Represen¬ 
tatives with a wide margin to spare. 

A shift of one Senator would have approved that 
loan order early last September. 

The vote in the Senate was 26 to 14 in support of the 
measure. But a two-thirds margin was required. A count 
of 27 to 13 would have approved it. 

Powers not only voted against the bond issue him¬ 
self, but he held 13 other Senators in line against it in the 
face of overwhelming pressure for the passage of the 
measure. 

That was a striking political triumph in September 
for the Democratic Senate leader. It may, however, have 
resulted in defeat for him in November.

For In 
stance, there is considerable dif¬ 
ference of opinion among our 
members whether it is wise to 
narrow down our recommends 
tions to the exact number that 
are to be voted on.

fic, there was considerable dis¬ 
cussion prior to endorsement 
voting whether we should en 
dorse all qualified candidates. If 
there were 3 qualified, should 3 
bo endorsed even though there 
were only 2 to be elected? Also, 
many are reticent to put their 
name on an endorsement card 
If the vote is close. 

"ANOTHER PROBLEM is 
whether only the directors who 
are at the endorsement vote he 
put on the slate card as en¬ 
dorsers. Should '”-"ctors be per¬ 
mitted to resign after the en¬ 
dorsement vote? Must every di¬ 
rector vote on every candidacy? 

"There are problems to be 
worked out but they are natural 
in a new organization. They are 
matters of policy In which all 
citizens and newspapers that 
are working for good govgm 
ment in Newton should give con¬ 
structive thought and stop all 
this talk of preparing for Its 
burial. 

"The most ridiculous talk In 
newspapers is that our future 
should be measured by the pop 
ularlty of the candidates — This 
shows a lack of knowledge of 
our basic procedure and func 
tion. We do no campaigning. We 
accept no contributions from 
candidates prior to endorsement. 
They are welcome to use the 
slate card in their campaigns if 
they wish. The election indicates 
the degree of popularity of the 
candidates endorsed. It does by 
no means measure Its worth to 
the community. Sponsors of 
good government thruout the 
land consider themselves lucky 
if some of the best qualified 
candidates prove to be the most 
popular. 

"What are the alternatives to 
a representative non-partisan 
group like the Civic Association. 

(1) Return to endorsement 
and sponsorship by the Repub¬ 
lican organization In Newton ac¬ 
ting unofficially. 

(2) The minority of Impatient 
Democrats will organize a-civic 
association to sponsor only De¬ 
mocratic candidates. This also 
must act unofficially and in con¬ 
trast to Newton’s non-partisan 
oharter. 

(3) Change Newton’s charter 
to provide for party elections. 

"I THINK YOU will agree 

that for the time being somo 

thing like the Newton Civic As 
sociatlon is the only answer. If 
you would like to Influence Its 
future, It is wldi open for any 
Newton citizen to join and give 
It the benefit of their counsel 
and action. 

"There will be an open meet

November 16, 1955, marked the open¬ 
ing of the 49th consecutive, annual Christ¬ 
mas Seal Sale throughout the United 
States. The 3,000 affiliated tuberculosis 
associations throughout the nation know 
and are proud that the public accepts this 
appeal to support their fight against TB 
as a traditional part of the Christmas 
season. 

The very first “Christmas Stamp,” the 
forerunner of our Christmas Seal, was 
originated in Denmark in 1904 by a postal 
clerk named Eincr Holboell. In 1907, a 
woman named Emily Bissell adopted 
Holboell’s idea and issued a stamp to raise 
funds to save an open-air tuberculosis 
shack in Wilmington, Del. Instead of the 
$300 needed to keep the hospital going, 
the first Christmas Seal Sale raised $3,- 
000. Since that first seal was sold by 
Emily Bissell, our Annual Christmas Seal 
Sale has meant a saving of more than 
seven million lives! We now have 3,000 
tuberculosis associations throughout the 
continental United States, Alaska, Hawaii, 
and Puerto Rico. We are each supported 
solely by our one annual appeal in our 
individual territory at Christmas time. 
We in turn support our state associations 
and the National Tuberculosis Associa¬ 
tion. 

/ In keeping with the democratic prin¬ 
ciples behind the organization of the vol¬ 
untary tuberculosis associations, the 
Christmas Seal Sale is also based on a 
democratic tenet; every American must 
have the right to decide if he will give, 


what to give. Payroll deductions or other 
forceful measures for obtaining contribu¬ 
tions are not a part of the Christmas 
Seal Sale. 

The Christmas Seal and its annual 
sale also embody 'the democratic princi¬ 
ple of community self-help. TB is a com¬ 
munity problem. Wherever a voluntary 
tuberculosis association exists there is 
evidence that the community has accepted 
its responsibility and has organized to do 
something about it. This spirit of self- 
help is strengthened each year in the 
numbers of volunteers who prepare the 
mail for the annual Christmas Seal Sale 
in Newton. 

This spirit of self-help is also evi¬ 
denced each year by the increasing num¬ 
ber of Newton residents who buy and use 
Christmas Seals. Every Christmas Seal 
used on a card or package represents the 
interest of someone in the community and 
his support of the work of the Newton 
Tuberculosis and Health Association. 
Each sheet of seals purchased represents 
another share in the protection of the in¬ 
dividual and the community against tu¬ 
berculosis. 

The history of the Christmas Seal is a 
glorious one; it has meant much in the 
saving of lives, the rehabilitation of vic¬ 
tims of tuberculosis, and the prevention 
of new cases of this dread disease. In the 
future of the Christmas Seal .lies our hope 
for the eventual eradication of tubercu¬ 
losis, still the number one killer of all 
infectious diseases. 


the trend could change in a period of 10 
months, as it has in the past. 

One thing it certainly does mean, how¬ 
ever, iR that in sections of several states 
the Democrats have won offices that carry 
considerable patronage and now have an 
opportunity to rebuild their organiza¬ 
tions. 

Here in Massachusetts the voters 
ousted Democratic Mayors and elected 
Republicans to succeed them in Pittsfield 
and Brockton. That does not represent 
any staggering upheaval, but it -provides 
some slight solace for the GOP. 

One thing the returns clearly signify 
to this observer is that the Republican 
party next year will need a leader of 
great popular appeal. Whether it can 
produce one if President Eisenhower re¬ 
tires to Gettysburg is something that 
time alone will determine. Governor 
Herter shapes up as the most promising 
prospect to this onlooker. 

• • • • 

Democratic Party in State Torn with Strife 

Democratic leaders here in Massachu¬ 
setts have been so busy fighting among 
themselves that there is some uncertain¬ 
ty as to how serious their own wounds 
will be when the time comes for them to 
do battle with the Republicans. 

The Democratic party in this State 
was not in a position to take advantage 
of the Democratic tide that was running 
in 1954, and it doesn’t appear to be in 
any better shape now than it was 13 
months ago. 

What the party needs is a strong 
leader with a firm hand. That need con¬ 
ceivably might be supplied by either 
Congressman John W. McCormack or 
Senator John F. Kennedy, but both Ken¬ 
nedy and McCormack are too absorbed 
with their duties in Washington to de¬ 
vote the time and attention required back 
home. 

Robert F. Murphy of Malden, the un¬ 
successful Democratic nominee in 1954, 
is technically the titular Jcader of the 
Democratic party in the State. Murphy, 
however, has not actually asserted him¬ 
self to assume-that role and has, in fact, 
between overshadowed by ex-Governor 
Paul A. Dever. 

Dever, in turn, has been out of office 
for nearly three years, no longer has his 
once great weapon of patronage and de¬ 
clares that he will never run again for 
public office. He also has incurred the 
animosity of major segments of his own 


part by getting into a number of fights. 

He has been pulling strings for eight 
months to prevent William H. Burke, Jr., 
of Hatfield from replacing John C. Carr 
of Medford as chairman of the Demo¬ 
cratic State Committee, even though 
Burke in the Iadt test of strength clearly 
had the support of a majority of the com¬ 
mittee members. , 

Dever antagonized the followers of 
Mayor Hynes by backing Senator 
Powers in Boston’s recent mayoralty 
campaign. While Hynes is a quiet-man¬ 
nered man who doesn't go in for poli¬ 
tical vendettas and is usually quick to 
forgive, he certainly would not be en¬ 
thusiastic about rallying behind Dever’s 
leadership. 

Meanwhile, several different Demo¬ 
cratic politicos have their eyes on their 
party’s nomination for the Governorship. 

Governor’s Councillor Patrick J. Mc¬ 
Donough of Dorchester is an avowed can¬ 
didate for the gubernatorial endorsement 
and appears to be running a front race 
at the present time. 

Former State Treasurer Foster Fur- 
colo is definitely in the contention for first 
place on the 1956 Democratic State ticket. 

Robert F. Murphy,,who was defeated 
in 1954, would like to lead his party into 
battle again next year. And District At- 
tarney Garrett H. Byrne is being im¬ 
portuned by his followers to step into the 
gubernatorial fray. 

Meanwhile, no one is certain whether 
the Democratic party will hold any State 
convention next June to block out a State 
ticket. The decision on whether a con¬ 
vention will be called will rest with the 
State Committee members. 

In the past nine months the Demo¬ 
cratic State Committee has held only one 
meeting. That was called for last June 4 
under a Supreme Court agreement for the 
supposed purpose of electing a chairman. 

It was thrown into a bedlam when 
-Chairman Carr followed a prearranged 
plan to try to prevent any election and 
subsequently declared the session ad¬ 
journed and stomped out of the room. 
The Burke adherents took over the meet¬ 
ing and elected their man chairman, but 
the question of who is chairman is still 
pending before the Supreme Court. 

It’s true that last week’s elections 
gave the Republicans no cause for jubila¬ 
tion, but neither is there much reason for 
Massachusetts Democrats to do any danc¬ 
ing in the streets.

A great many persons wanted that 
bond issue upproved. They wanted noth¬ 
ing to interfere with or impede the pro¬ 
gress of the State’s road-building pro¬ 
gram. They wanted better highways on 
which to drive their automobiles. 

The line between Boston’s two mayor¬ 
alty opponents was clearly drawn on that 
question. Mayor Hynes came out pub¬ 
licly in favor of the passage of the loan. 
Senator Powers accomplished its defeat. 

It’s never possible to estimate exactly 
what such an action means in terms of 
votes in the ballot boxes. Bdt the guess¬ 
ing is that that one vote cost Powers the 
support of some automobile-owners. 

Out of the 240,000 persons who went 
to the polls for Boston’s municipal elec¬ 
tion, it is not impossible that 10,000 of 
them were influenced to ballot against 
Powers because of his stand on the high¬ 
way bond issue. 

A shift of 7,000 votes would have 
resulted in the election of Senator Powers 
and the defeat of Mayor Hynes.

Democratic Trend Shown in Many States . 

Massachusetts was about the only 
State in the Union which gave Republican 
leaders even the slightest reason for 
comfort as they viewed the results of last 
week’s election results. 

A strong Democratic trend showed up 
in the returns in Indiana, Kentucky, 
Pennsylvania, Connecticut, New Jersey 
and New York. 

It indicated rather clearly that the 
Democratic swing apparent in the elec¬ 
tions a year ago is still continuing. 

Some political observers are jumping 
at the conclusion that last week’s election 
straws in the wind mean that no Re¬ 
publican candidate other than President 
Eisenhower can win the 1956 Presidential 
race. 

There is no evidence at this time to 
support any such drastic judgment as 
that. The fact is that the Democrats 
aren’t any better off than the Republicans 
when it comes to picking a Presidential 
standard-bearer. 

Messrs. Stevenson, Harriman, Kefau- 
ver and the other Democratic prospects 
all have political weaknesses that will 
militate against them, just as do the Re- 

S ublican possibilities, if Mr. Eisenhower 
i out of the picture. 


But last week’s elections did bring out 
definite and distinct danger signals for 
the Republican party, and the GOP suffer¬ 
ed setbacks in some areas that cannot 
be dismissed lightly. 

Even though the Democratic party 
in Kentucky was deeply and sharply split 
as a result of the bitter feeling caused by 
the primary last summer, “Happy" 
Chandler was elected by the biggest ma¬ 
jority ever given a candidate in the Blue 
Grass State. Chandler isn't that popular 
and wasn't that strong a candidate. His 
plurality had to be due to a Democratic 
trend. 

Out in Indiana in the section of the 
country where the Republican party has 
its basic strength, last week’s elections 
increased the number of Democratic 
Mayors from 30 to 73. . 

GOP Mayors were ousted from office 
in several major cities, including-Evans¬ 
ville, which is in Vandenburgh County, 
listed by the experts as a political weath- 
ervane district. 

Vandenburgh County is one of the 
districts carefully studied each Presi- 
. dential year by the political pundits be¬ 
cause it usually indicates how the ua- 
tion is going. Last week it saw a tre¬ 
mendous rise in Democratic strength. 

Down in Connecticut the Democrats 
showed a big increase over their 1953 
mayoralty majority in New Haven and 
carried Waterbury for the first time in 
eight years. 

In Pennsylvania the Democrats car¬ 
ried Beaver County for the first time in 
history. Some wards in Philadelphia 
that have not been Democratic since 1932 
slipped out of Republican control. 

Substantial Democratic gains were re¬ 
ported in New Jersey, where three Re¬ 
publican State Senators lost their seats 
to Democrats. The big Republican coun¬ 
ty of the State, where the GOP had a 
margin of 55,000 votes in 1951, was held 
by the GOP by a margin of only 9,000 
votes. 

In New York State the Democrats cap¬ 
tured such cities as Schenectady, Troy, 
Ithaca and Auburn. 

All this, of course, does not mean that 
the Democrats are certain that recaptur¬ 
ing the White House next year. It seems 
to indicate that the political tide is flow¬ 
ing toward the Democratic side, but

Chapter 12 ~ Vienna 


WE LEFT for Vienna on Wed¬ 
nesday afternoon right after 
school, which was dismissed at 
2:45 instead of 3:15. Three other 
teachers were with us. There 
was quite some consternation 
in the planning of the trip. 
There had been a number of 
stories about the trouble some¬ 
times experienced in the Rus¬ 
sian sector. It is necessary to 
apply for permission to go 
through Russian occupied ter¬ 
ritory at least ten days in ad¬ 
vance of the trip. This is to ob¬ 
tain a “Gray Pass." It has or¬ 
ders written in Russian. The 
main thing is to keep going once 
you pass the entrance check 
point, and keep going like hell 
till you get to the other side, 
with no stops in between. Some¬ 
times they try to flag down 
American cars. We planned to 
follow the suggestions of those 
that went on the trip before,— 
just keep going and hope they, 
don’t shoot at you. We had an 
additional 25 gallons of gas in 
the rear of the car, but I piled 
all the luggage In front of it 
to slow anything down that 
might be coming our way. The 
day before the trip a captain 
called us because he had heard 
that we were making the trip. 
He suggested that we make the 
trip together. 

WE STOPPED at Chelmsee 
on Wednesday evening. This is 
about 60 miles on the other side 
of Munich. It is a wonderful 
place, and is somewhat of a rest 
spot that the Army has had for 
some time. Everyone was most 
comfortable. We decided to 
leave the next morning at 6:30 
because we wanted to eat 
Thanksgiving dinner in Vienna 
at an American establishment, 
—all of them had the special 
turkey menu. 

We left Chelmsee as planned, 
filled up with gas. and stopped 
at Salzburg for breakfast. After 
leaving Salzburg we learned 
that the last gas stop before the 
Russian sector was at Camp 
MacCauley. We stopped there, 
but had some difficulty getting 
gas. We had only German cou 
pons, and they were no good in 
Austria. We got our gas after 
going to the M.P. office and re¬ 
ceiving a special permit. Our 
next stop was at the American 
check point at Enns, where we 
were given a sheet of paper 
with instructions as to what to 
do if We had trouble. This paper 
also listed the time we left the 
check point, and we were told 
that our trip through the 105 
miles , of Russian territory 
should take two hours and for¬ 
ty-five minutes, if we obeyed all 
trahlc regulations. This was 
more than a subtle hint, so we 
stayed well within the regula¬ 
tions. 


We left the American check 
point and crossed a bridge. The 
Russian check point was on the 
other side. One soldier checked 
our gray passes, he was a hard- 
looking customer. We greeted 
him with a smile, but we 
couldn’t get him to smile for 
anything. Over to the left was 
another soldier with a machine 
gun. On the other side of the 
pole, such as blocks all border 
roads until you have been 
O.K.ed, were two young Russian 
soldiers who were laughing and 
joking with one another. All 
of these fellows were nice-look¬ 
ing kids, and they were well 
dressed. We had no trouble, and 
were waved on through. 

THERE SEEMED to be very 
little activity through the area 
we passed. The houses were in 
good repair, but there was. ab¬ 
solutely no livestock that we 
could see. There was a good 
deal of “Ami Go Home',, and 
stuff about Korea and Acheson, 
etc., but It was all in German, 
so we couldn’t make it out. We 
knew it was not complimentary. 

It wasn’t long before we came 
to a detour, which carried us off 
the main road. This was a small 
road, with lots of turns, and at 
one corner there was a large 
boiler lying at the side of the 
road, which said, “Ami Go 
Home To New York’* with an 
arrow. As we made this turn, 
we were right in front of a Red 
Army installation. 

There was a gate with about 
a dozen soldiers around it'. On 
top of the gate Itself, which 
formed a huge archway, was a 
picture of Stalin. Then there 
were smaller pictures of him, 
big red stars, — and everything 
was painted red. The quarters 
inside, though we had but a 
short look, did not seem well 
kept, or what I would exect an 
Army camp to look like. The 
buildings were wood, there was 
no landscaping, and there were 
clothes hanging out. We got 
past this area with no difficulty, 
and nothing else of Interest hap¬ 
pened until we reached the 
American check point in Vienna. 

WE WERE supposed to have 
reservations at the Bristol Hotel, 
but upon arriving, found that 
there had been a mlxup. For 
tunately they had room for us. 
This is an unusual thing to hap¬ 
pen, because it Is Impossible to 
get a gray pass without reserva¬ 
tions. • 

We were a little late, but were 
able to get a turkey dinner for 
all nine of ua. We had a party 
as it was the captain's birthday. 
I gave the blessing, and we all 
enjoyed a wonderful meal, al¬ 
though it was nothing to what 
we would have had if ye had 
been home. 

The next day we set out to 


see Vienna. We did very well, 
buying a book on the city which 
we used for a guide. We went 
down the side streets and into 
some churches which were most 
beautiful Then we came upon 
a square called Neuer Markt. 
This contained a very beautiful 
statue, and off to one side was 
the church where the Hapsburgs 
have worshipped for many gene¬ 
rations. 

UNDER THIS church is the 
darndest collections of Haps¬ 
burgs you ever saw. All the 
Hapsburgs have been stored 
there since about 1600. There 
are large rooms, most all of 
which are filled with coffins. 
There are, to be exact, 141. My 
only comment was, “Gosh, it’s 
getting crowded down here!’’ 
Ruth and the teacher who came 
with us on this exploration en¬ 
joyed this remark really much 
more than was necessary, and 
everyone else knew only Ger¬ 
man, so I guess It wasn’t con¬ 
sidered heresy. We spent about, 
an hour down there, and finally 
found a very nice Viennese wom¬ 
an who knew a little English 
and translated what the guide, 
a monk, had to say about the 
history of all the inhabitants. 
Later this woman asked if we 
were British. She was quite 
surprised to find Americans in¬ 
terested In something as serious 
as Austrian heritage or history, 
which they hold so dear. 

AS WE LEFT this part of 
town, there was quite a stir a 
half a block to our left. I rushed 
over and found a “White 
Mouse”, which Is what the M.P. 
cars are called. There were 
four soldiers — a Russian, an 
American, a French ahd a Brit¬ 
ish — who were questioning the 
bystanders. I don’t know what 
had happened, but some damage 
had been ddne to a car. Just a 
moment to speak about these 
M.P. cars. They surely are beau 
tiful! They are American Chevro- 
lets, and are painted white with 
black trim. But, painted across 
the back, those in a four-power 
area have the four flags, as well 
as a large colorful shield on the 
side, and four small flags in a 
holders on the front. 

But to get back to the story 
—I thought this might be a good 
time to get a picture of all four 
together, and unsnapped my 
camera and began to adjust it. 
I noticed that the Russian sol 
dler suddenly got very Interest 
ed'in what I was doing, so 1 
quit fiddling with the camera 
and walked by, turned and 
looked back after I had passed, 
and snapped the shutter from 
my waist in a most unobtrusive 
manner. It wis impossible to 
aim it properly, but perhaps we 
will have a good picture. (Per 
sons who are caught filming 
Russian soldiers or installations 
are apt to have their photo¬ 


graphic equipment confiscated 
by the Reds.) ' 

FROM HERE we went over to 
St. Stephen’s church. It was 
beautiful, but was mostly all re¬ 
built. It was heavily damaged 
during the war. It is impossible 
to describe the beauty found in 
these old masterpieces, — pic¬ 
tures hundreds of years old, a 
carved altar that was made in 
1100, a granite pulpit, minute 
and fine beyond all imagination, 
which had taken a stone cutter 
a lifetime to produce. 

From the church we went to 
a castle that was occupied by 
the Hapsburgs. This place was 
kept In the best of condition, 
almost, as Ruth says, as If they 
are keeping it for use when the 
Hapsburgs return.

to be due for League action in 
1956 on the local Massachusetts 
scene. For example: 

The key proposal by the Spe¬ 
cial Commission on State Tea¬ 
chers Colleges provides for the 
appointment of a Chancellor 
on an equal status with the 
Commissioner of Education. 
The House rejected this pro¬ 
posal, but since this Is a key 
part of most proposals to re 
organize State Teachers Col 
leges administration. It will 
probably come up again in the 
next legislative session. . 

Another League continuing 
responsibility expresses oppo 
sition to constitutional limita 
tion on the legislature’s taxing 
powers. The League opposed a 
proposed amendment to the 
Constitution to forbid a Sales 
Tax. This action was based on 
the principle that the Constitu 
tion is not the proper place to 
write detailed legislation. This 
bill Is now on file in the Sen 
ate Clerk’s office and will come 
up again in 1956. For the past 
several years the League has 
supported a bill to amend the 
Constitution so that it will per 
mit the use of the graduated 


income tax, if the Legislature 
so desires. This bill is also on 
file in the Senate Clerk's office 
with a favorable report. It is 
almost a certainty that this 
will be on the agenda of any 
joint conference which comes 
up. The League will again sup¬ 
port this Graduated Income 
Tax Permissive Amendment. 

Improved treatment of wo¬ 
men offenders is another item 
of our Continuing Responsibili¬ 
ties. The League spoke in fav- 
of a bill wnlcn Wi.uld authorize 
the Commission of Correction 
to permit employment of fe¬ 
male prisoners, outside of the 
Reformatory for Women in 
domestic service for periods 
longer than p day. The bill did 
not pass, but because of the 
passage of a till which author¬ 
ized the continuation of the 
Special Committee on Reorgani¬ 
zation of the Correctional Sys¬ 
tem, it is likely that this will 
come up again in some form, 
either as a recommendation of 
the committee or as new pro¬ 
posals. Most likely it will be 
filed as it was last year by the 
“Friends of Framingham."

No one is employed by fhe As¬ 
sociation to raise funds. The 
work of preparing and execut¬ 
ing the Seal Sale campaign in 
Newton Is handled each year 
hy approximately 80 to 85 vol¬ 
unteers. Throuehout the Seal 
Sale campaign the normal ser- j 
vices of the Association are 
continued without interruption, j 
The Newton Tuberculosis 
and Health Association is affi¬ 
liated with the National Tu»-—. j 
culosis Association and the 
Massachusetts Tuberculosis and 
Health League. Both the na 
tional and the state associa 
tions arc governed hy Boards 
of Directors composed of lo- | 
cal representatives. They are 
supported hy the local associa¬ 
tions and do not themselves 
carry on Seal Sale campaigns. 
Of the total amount of monev 
raised in Newton, nine percent 
is allocated for support of the 
state office and six percent for 
the national office. Eighty-five 
percent remains in Newton for 
use in direct community ser¬ 
vice. 

The National Tuberculosis 
Association is located in New 
York City. The work of the

The common trademark of all 
3,000 affiliated tuberculosis a» 
sociations throughout the Un¬ 
ited States, the territories of 
Hawaii and Alaska, and the 
Commonwealth of Puerto Rico 
is the double-barred cross 
The Newton Tuberculosis and 
Health Association maintains 
a year-round four-front attack 
on TB through health educa 
tion, case finding, rehabilita 
tion, and medical research (by 
participating in national and 
state research projects). 

HEALTH EDUCATION 
Through its health educa¬ 
tion program the Newton Tu¬ 
berculosis and Health Associa¬ 
tion teaches the facts about 
tuberculosis to the public. Since 
Tuberculosis is a communic¬ 
able disease, knowing the facts 
about it can help all of us to 
reduce its spread from one 
person to another. 

THIS YEAR the health edu¬ 
cation services of the Associa¬ 
tion will provide monthly liter¬ 
ature to 120 Newton doctors, 
monthly health posters to twen¬ 
ty Newton industries, speakers, 
pamphlets, exhibits, films and 
other material to students, 
teachers, clubs, and others 
throughout the City. Four 
scholarships have been given 
for this semester to four pub¬ 
lic health nurses. The Associa¬ 
tion is also participating in 
free in-service training sessions 
for nurses and in a program in 
tuberculosis for all third-year 
medical students at Harvard, 
Tufts, and Boston University. 
These are just some of the 
routine services included in the 
health education program. 

CASE FINDING 
The case finding program of 
the Association centers now 
on X-raying of special groups 
as w ell as X-ray surveys of 
the community’s general public. 
Special arrangements are being 
made to X-ray the employees 
of certain Newton industries. 
The Association is also negotia¬ 
ting with the Middlesex Health 
Association and with the Nor¬ 
folk County Tuerculosig and 
Health Association to estab¬ 
lish a hospital admission chest 
X-ray program at the Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital.' The Asso¬ 
ciation otrives persistently to 
discover previously unknown 
cases of tuberculosis. The need 
to find these cases is very great, 
since TB is an infectious dis¬ 
ease. TB has no acute onset and ^ 
no clear symptoms in its early # 
stages, therefore, the chest X- j _ 
ray is still the most effective ^ 
way of finding unsuspected TB. j 0 
It is important to find TB in \ | 
its early stages, too, because! 0 
the earlier the discovery, the 
better are the chances for re- ** 
covery. 

REHABILITATION 

When a Newton resident does 
become a tuberculosis patient, 
the Association does ail it can 
to help restore the person to a 
normal, productive hfe. In con¬ 
junction with the program of 
the Middlesex Health Associa¬ 
tion, the Newton TB Associa- * 
tion offers rehabilitation ser- a 
vices to all Newton TV pa- 
tients. The rehabilitation pro- J 
gram is under the medical su- | J 
pervision of Helen Evarts, M.D., * 


Among these projects Is one on 
pulmonary physiology being 
conducted at the Boston City 
Hospital. Studies are being 
done on such subjects as gene¬ 
tics of mycobacteria, allergy 
and serology of tuberculosis, 
genetic resistcnce to tuberculo¬ 
sis, minimal tuberculosis In stu¬ 
dent nurses, lung function dur¬ 
ing thoracic surgery, vaccina¬ 
tion against tuberculosis, tuber¬ 
culosis meningitis, and many 
other aspects of the prevention, 
treatment, and control of tu¬ 
berculosis. Although we know 
much more about tuberculosis 
today than we did even 10 years 
ago, there is still a great deal 
that we do not know. Only med¬ 
ical research holds the hope for 
new and better methods for the 
treatment and prevention of TB. 

IN THE meantime, your tuber 
culosis association is not wait¬ 
ing for complete knowledge to 
do something about this infec 
tious killer.

Create Vistas Or 
Peep-Holes 
Through Trees In 
Winter Time 

As leaves of trees drop In 
fall, new vistas come into view. 
A lake In the distance. A wind¬ 
ing hillside road. A beautiful 
old landmark. Perhaps a 
gnarled aid apple tree or state¬ 
ly pine. 

It once was fashionable to 
ecreen homes by trees. But 
trees grow tall and wide in a 
few years and become a wall, 
not a screen, shutting out pleas 
ant views. 

Today, says George M. Cod 
ding, vice president of the Bart 
lett Tree Experts, vistas are the 
vogue. In suburbs and coun 
try, home owners can create 
all-year-round vista pictures 
through their trees. 

When trees are bare is the 
time to decide what view 
should be featured in a vista 
from a picture window or ter¬ 
race. There are three kinds of 
vistas: The breath-taking pano¬ 
rama view If the house is lo¬ 
cated on a hilltop; the under¬ 
type where limbs of tree are 
raised or trees opened so one 
can look through or under the 
foliage; and the object-type 
which features a focal point in 
the distance. 

All require artistry and 
imagination. Tree men or vista 
cutters know which trees to 
cut down or head back, which 
to leave in their natural set 
ting. The right tree must be 
left in the correct place. Once 
a cut is made, it never can be 
put back. The one “don’t" is 
never creat a flat view. A vista 
must look as if no man passed 
that way to disturb the won 
ders of nature. 

A vista must look good 12 
months of the year. Greens of 
hemlock ami pine can be blend 
ed with deciduous trees so that 
in mid-winter the vista will be 
as charming as in summer. An 
ugly telephone pole must be 
scheened the year 'round. 

Vista cutting permits the 
home owner to see and still not 
be seen. It gives his trees und 
his perspective a new look. 

Vistas can be cut any time 
of the year. Cutting them in 
lail or winter is ideal because 
the views to be achieved can 
be readily seen. Next spring 
. when new growth begins the 
hemmed-in wall of trees will 
be gone and the new vista will 
seem as if it had been there 
always.

Now is the time to have the 
necessary corrections made to 
the Heating system whilo Its 
failures are fresh in our minds 
If we wait until winter they 
may be forgotten, or there 
might be a delay in obtaining 
the necessary parts and having 
them installed which in the 
meantime might cause some 
discomfort. 

The chimney should be check¬ 
ed to be sure that there are no 
cracks which developed during 
the winter which would allow 
sparks or smoke to escape into 
the building and start a fire. 
Doubtful openings should be 
investigated and properly at¬ 
tended to, thimbles In chim¬ 
neys should be checked to 
make sure that they are In 
good condition. 

The chimney should be clean¬ 
ed at least every other year to 
prevent them from catching on 
fire and possibly spreading into 
the building. This can be done 
either by regular companies 
that are engaged In this type 
of work or by yourself if you 
have the necessary equipment. 
A weighted burlap bag or some 
chains on the end of a rope 
raised and lowered several 
times on all sides of the chim¬ 
ney will usually remove a con¬ 
siderable amount of the soot. 
The soot should be removed at 
the base through the clean-out 
door or by taking out the 
smokepipe. 

All ashes and rubbish near 
the heater should be removed. 
Ashes of all kind that are Just 
taken out of the heater should 
never be placed in or against 
any type of combustible mate¬ 
rial. A metal barrel Is the only 
correct container to use. 

Smokeplpes should be taken 
down and cleaned and inspect¬ 
ed for rust holes. It is best to 
replace all doubtful sections 
with new smokepipe to prevent 
trouble. When replacing them 
be sure that they are securely 
supported so that they will not 
come apart or fall down. Suf¬ 
ficient space should be left all 
around them so that they will 
not touch any combustible ma¬ 


terials. A heating unit that is 
thoroughly cleaned of ashes 
and soot will not hold the mois¬ 
ture as much and tends to cut 
down the rusting and corrosion 
inside the heater. 

Oil burners need to be thor¬ 
oughly cleaned and all defect¬ 
ive parts replaced In order that 
they may give reliable service 
the year round. The oil supply 
tank If kept full will help pre 
vent the forming of moisture 
inside and retard the forming 
of sludge. This moisture may 
impair the proper functioning 
of the burner or increase the 
corroding of the tank. Never 
neglect an oil leak. Call your oil 
serviceman at once. If an 
emergency develops, call the 
Newton Fire Department Bige¬ 
low 4-0030 at once and explain 
the situation to them. Do not 
take any unnecessary chances. 

Keep the area around the 
tanks and heaters free of all 
combustible materials so that 
If an oil leak does develop It 
can be easily detected and at¬ 
tended to before further 
trouble starts. 

With all of these things at¬ 
tended to the heating unit 
should be more efficient and a 
lot safer to operate when It is 
needed.

Tuberculosis 
Is Still A 
Great Menace 

It is easy to be lulled into a 
sense of false security by tell¬ 
ing ourselves that TB no longer 
kills people as it used to. We 
are curing people of tubercu¬ 
losis, but we are not doing so 
well at preventing spread of 
the disease. Today, 400,000 
Amercans have tuberculosis. 
Approximately 100,000 NEW 
cases are reported each year. 
Estimates of the number of 
people who are infected with 
TB germs range from one- 
fourth to one-third of the Amer¬ 
ican people. 

Although voluntary tubercu¬ 
losis associations throughout 
the United States are credited 
with the 90% decrease in the 
TB death rate since 1904, there 
are still from sixteen to seven¬ 
teen thousand deaths from TB 
in America each year. One 
more American develops TB 
every five minutes and one 
more dies from TB about every 
26 minutes. 

Obviously constant vigilance 
against tuberculosis is neces¬ 
sary. There must be increased 
efforts to make full use of the 
weapons that can defeat tuber¬ 
culosis. The weapons are edu¬ 
cation of the public, chest X- 
rays to find cases of tubercu¬ 
losis, legislation to make .the 
best in treatment available to 
all patients, programs in reha¬ 
bilitation to help patients get 
back on their feet and stay 
there, and research for ever 
better methods of preventing 
and treating the disease. These 
are some of the many ways in 
which tuberculosis is being 
fought in Newton by the New¬ 
ton Tuberculosis and Health 
Association.

Tomorrow (Friday) after¬ 
noon 188 employees of Security 
Mills, Inc. wilt have an oppor¬ 
tunity for a free chest X-Ray 
provided by the Company in 
cooperation with the Newton 
Tuberculosis and Health Asso¬ 
ciation.

In the rr.q* of 
positive or suspicious findings 
of any abnormal chest condi¬ 
tions, reports will be sent di¬ 
rectly to the employees’ private 
physician, and each employee 
will be requested to get in 
touch with his own doctor for 
further examination.

McDonough made a bid for the guber¬ 
natorial endorsement in 1954. But he 
made a late start. Like many other Dem¬ 
ocratic politicians, he assumed that ex- 
Governor Dever was going to run. 

When Dever finally made an unequiv¬ 
ocal announcement that he would not be 
a candidate McDonough stepped into the 
field and made an exceptionally strong 
fight. 

Even though he campaigned for only 
about six weeks, McDonough just missed 
getting the nomination for Governor. 

He led on the first three ballots at the 
Democratic State Convention, and the 
slightest break would have turned the 
tide in his favor. 

The lineup of candidates at the State 
convention was so large that a deadlock 
developed, with none of the contenders 
able to draw a majority of the votes. 

Ex-Governor Dever finally stepped in 
to break the logjam and swung the sup¬ 
porters of Thomas H. Buckley of Abing- 
ton over to Robert F. Murphy of Malden. 

That gave the endorsement to Mur¬ 
phy and defeated McDonough. But when 
the candidates were running strictly on 
their own on the first three ballots, Mc¬ 
Donough led the field. 

There is not much question but that 
McDonough might have been able to pre¬ 
vent any deadlock in the early balloting 
at the convention, if many of the dele¬ 
gates had not pledged themselves before 
he entered the contest. 

The Councillor is taking no chances on 
a repetition of that situation. Having been 
handicapped by a tardy start in the fight 
for support at the 1954 convention, he is 
endeavoring to get a jump on his adver¬ 
saries in the 1956 race. 

At the present time there is some un¬ 
certainty as to who McDonough’s oppo¬ 
nents at the convention will be—if there 
is a convention. 

Former State Treasurer Foster Fur- 
colo of East Longmeadow is considered 
virtually to be a candidate for Gov¬ 
ernor, and Robert F. Murphy of Mal¬ 
den, the Democratic nominee for Gov¬ 
ernor in 1954, is likely to be in the race. 

Neither Furcolo nor Murphy has made 
any announcement of his intention to run. 
But their friends declare that both will 
be in the fight. 

Furcolo, according to reports from 
western Massachusetts, already has lined 
up support for himself in that section of 
the State. 

An attempt was made to persuade 
Murphy to seek election as Mayor of his 
home city of Malden. He told the persons 
who approached him that he preferred to 
wait for next year’s State election. 

Murphy might well have been elected 
Mayor of Malden, if he had chosen to 
make the fight. It is doubtful that he 


would have passed up that opportunity 
for anything less than another shot at 
the Governorship. 

As matters stand at this time, Mc¬ 
Donough would be a favorite over either 
Murphy or Furcolo, both of whom were 
defeated for election in 1954. 

The biggest question mark in the 
Democratic fubernatorial picture is 
District Attorney Garrett II. Byrne. A 
number of his friends have been trying 
to induce him to seek the Governorship, 
and they declare that there is a good 
chance he will do so. 

Byrne, of course, would be an ex¬ 
tremely strong candidate, if he were to 
enter the race. Despite the claims of his 
friends, however, there has been no evi¬ 
dence on his part of any intention to nm. 

One element of uncertainty that may 
prove far more important than many poli¬ 
ticians now realize is the question of 
whether the Democratic party will hold 
any State convention next year to endorse 
a slate of State-wide candidates. 

A good many guesses have been made 
on the subject, but the fact is that no 
one really knows whether any Demo¬ 
cratic State Convention will be staged. 

That decision will rest with the mem¬ 
bers of the Democratic State Committee 
who have met only once in the past eight 
months and then in a futile attempt to 
resolve a dispute over the chairmanship 
of their body. 

John C. Carr of Medford, who is acting 
as chairman of the committee pending the 
outcome of court proceedings, is appar¬ 
ently proceeding on the assumption that 
there will be a convention. Recently he 
notified the committee of the breakdown 
of delegates that would be allocated for 
the convention. 

He has no authority, however, to 
schedule a convention or to make any 
plans for one unless the State Committee 
members vote that one shall be held. 

Carr’s notice of the breakdown of 
delegates for the 1956 conclave brought 8 
sharp rejoinder from Committeeman Bei- 
nard F. Cleary of Taunton that the State* 
Committee members had not even he'd .i 
meeting, much less taken a vote on the 
matter. Cleary declared that he, for on?, 
ia opposed to any convention. 

Former Collector of Port William I T . 
Burke, Jr., of Hatfield, who is batting 
Carr for the State Committee chairman¬ 
ship, has not disclosed whether he favors 
a convention. A sizeable number of com¬ 
mittee members would follow his leader¬ 
ship. 

Should no convention be held, it 
would mean that the fights for Democrat¬ 
ic nomination would "be settled by the 
Democratic voters in the popular prima 
next September.

TB Superstition Attacked 


Superstitution or fact? Only 
young people get TB? TB runs 
in the family? TB is a disease 
of poverty? 

Fifty years aeo the TB prob¬ 
lem was measured by deaths. 
People who caught TB usually 
died young. Today our prob¬ 
lem is the living person who 
has TB. A steadily increasing 
number of TB patients arc age 
40 and over, but TB can and 
does strike at any age. 

The superstition that TB runs 
In families has long been ex¬ 
ploded. Tuberculosis is not in¬ 
herited. It may seem to run in 
families, because family mem¬ 
bers in close contact with a TB 
patient are more likely to catch

his disease than outsiders. 

Although it is true that con¬ 
ditions, such as crowded hous¬ 
ing in slum areas and poor nu¬ 
trition, which often accompany 
poverty can weaken resistance 
to tuberculosis infection, a big 
bank account is no barrier to 
TB. 

TB is a chronic, contagious 
disease which is caused by a 
specific germ, the tubecrlc bacil¬ 
lus, and which is spread from 
person to person. Because it is 
chronic, it can be active and 
infectious for long periods of 
time and is somewhat more dif¬ 
ficult to control than other con 
tagious diseases. TB is not a 
threat of the past; It is a cur 
rent community problem. TB 
still kills more people than all 
other contagious diseases com¬ 
bined. 

Many superstitions and er¬ 
roneous beliefs about TB are 
disappearing due to increased 
knowledge of the facts about 
the disease.

Civil Defense 
Reports Fallout 
Would Sink 

If the United States should 
ever be attacked, people living 
near sea coasts, lakes and large 
rivers might find it safer to 
man the boats than take to the 
hills. 

Information available to the 
Federal Civil Defense Adminis¬ 
tration indicates that evacuees 
In a covered boat on deep water 
would not only have a fairly ef¬ 
fective cover from deadly radio¬ 
active fall out, but would be ex¬ 
posed to less actual radiation. 

This is because much of the 
fallout, consisting of radioactive 
material ranging in size from 
tiny grains to the finest ash, 
would sink deep enough in the 
water to be harmless at the sur¬ 
face. When this “hot” material 
falls on land, very little of it can 
wash or blow away, and the 
rest remains on the surface. 

Radioactive Particles 

Radioactive particles falling 
on a boat would have to be 
washed off frequently. Tarpau¬ 
lins which can be mounted on 
many open boats would give 
some fallout protection, but per¬ 
manently covered boats would 
be better. 

Fallout results from material 
which is disintegrated, made 
dangerously radioactive, and 
then sucked high into the sky 
by an atomic or hydrogren ex¬ 
plosion. Dangerous amounts of 
this material can fall to the sur¬ 
face as far as 200 miles down¬ 
wind from a blast.
